MANAGING THE BUSINESS 


While no reports of their sessions 
can give readers the full benefit of the 
management conferences conducted 


by the A. A. N., the news accounts 


of the gatherings in the preceding is- 
sue and the summaries of the topics 
presented at both of the conferences 
in the current and subsequent issues 
should at least convince a larger seg- 
ment of the industry of the impor- 
tance of the various aspects of man- 
aging a business, aside from knowl- 
edge of the merchandise carried and 
its use. 

While some nurserymen w in- 
clined to chuckle over the inclusive 
nature of the comments contained in 
a bulletin on the nursery business 
issued by the small business adminis- 
tration of the federal government a 


year ago, the section of a few para- 
graphs on personal qualifications for 
success did emphasize the importance 
of management. After enumerating 
the mental and physical demands as 


to knowledge of plants and their uses, 
creative talent, capacity to work long 
hours and optimism to face discour- 


agements, the section’s longest para- 


graph was that in regard to manag- 
ing the business: 

“Do not underestimate the impor- 
tance of a knowledge of merchandis- 


ing. It is also imperative that you be 
able to buy and price intelligently, to 
maintain an adequate and balanced 
inventory, and to keep control rec- 
ords. In addition to efficient business 
methods, you may have to use much 
imagination and ingenuity in order 
to keep costs down and show a profit. 
You should possess a knowledge of 


the principles of personnel training 
and supervision and, abc all, 
should have the ability to make a fa- 
rable impression upon people and 
ttract them as customers.” 
tant handling and administra- 
tive skills are basic needs,” the sec- 
tion concluded. “Botany courses or 
working experience in a nursery will 


be helpful.”

THE BUYERS’ CHOICE 


Admittedly a common failing of 
new operators of garden stores is 
to stock too many competing lines 
or brands of insecticides, fungicides, 
tools, equipment, etc. Either they 
are not able to select which lines are 
best adapted to their own class of 
trade or locality, or they cannot re- 
sist the persuasions of visiting sales- 
men. But if they cannot make their 
own selection among the various 
lines, what is the predicament of the 
inexperienced gardener when he is 
confronted with four or five similar 
items for the same purpose? After 
spending a good deal of time in 
scratching his head, he may depart, 
to be a ready customer of the hard- 
ware store which carries only one 
line and unequivocally states it is 
the best. 

There is the opposite failing of 
some older garden stores. It is pos- 
sible, once a selection is made, to 
give too little attention to new in- 
secticides, fungicides, tools, etc., and 
turn away the informed gardeners 
who ask for certain items by name. 
While the newcomers in the field may 
lose profits by overstocking, there is 
a temptation oppositely to under- 
stock, which loses trade in the long 
run. While the general run of new 
gardeners may be satisfied, the bet- 
ter buyers among the informed ele- 
ment will seek up-to-date materials 
and equipment elsewhere. 





BUSINESS MORTALITY 


Mortality among business enter- 
prises sometimes seems more tragic 
and unreasonable than it is in human 
life, sad though it always is. Few 
individuals hope to live long past 
their alloted span, and too many, 
through some untimely cause, fail to 
reach that goal. But business enter- 
prises may pass from one generation 
to another as a family heritage, and 
as corporations they may survive in- 
definitely with changes of ownership 
and of management. 


In the nursery industry the rate 
of business mortality tends to be 
high, because a large proportion of 
the enterprises in this field are indi- 
vidually owned. Many, indeed, are 
handed down to sons, grandsons and 
even great-grandsons, and names 
celebrated in the trade have survived 
in this fashion. More recently the 
owners of an increasing number of 
nursery enterprises have sought to 
assure their firms’ continuity, thus 
preserving the accumulated value to 


their families, by training as their 
successors young men brought in 
from other industries, as well as 
those trained in the nursery business, 
who seem to be too few for the de. 
mand. 

Opportunities abound for young 
men who will fit into executive ca- 
pacities, first as assistants and later 
as partners or eventually as owners. 
Those sought for such positions need 
more than business training or nurs- 
ery experience; they need energy, 
ambition and more important, reali- 
zation of the fundamental traits 
which made a particular business 
successful. Too many persons are 
satisfied to share in the success of 
a prosperous enterprise, for their 
personal financial betterment, but 
only by seeking to make the busi- 
ness what its original owner envi- 
sioned it to be are his successors 
likely to continue its individuality 
and its special function in the scheme 
of things which will save it from a 
slow decline and eventual mortal- 
ity. Frequently the successful con- 
tinuation of a business demands 
closer application and keener intelli- 
gence than its upbuilding, for the 
greater challenge requires a more 
devoted duty. 





GUARANTEES 


While many nurserymen consider 
a guarantee of stock a matter of indi- 
vidual business policy, since any 
business concern of established repu- 
tation stands behind its merchandise, 
others believe that printed or written 
guarantees in catalogs, contracts or 
advertising are a definite factor in 
making sales. Hence, discussion of 
the wording comes up from time to 
time in meetings of state associations 
and other organizations of nursery- 
men. 

They now have a better guide in 
such discussion than before, since the 
publication of a 12-page leaflet, let- 
terhead size, by the National Better 
Business Bureau, Inc., New York, re- 
printed from recommendations as to 
advertising copy issued by the bu- 
reau. The reprint on guarantees in- 
cludes the federal trade commission 
guides against deceptive advertising 
of guarantees. 

Discussions at trade meetings have 
brought out the many complex 
ties in the formulation of guarantees. 
The pamphlet furnishes good ma 
terial for study by the officers of any 
associations contemplating such dis- 
cussion.

Talks Highlight Kansas Convention 


Fertilizers, Weed Control, Nursery Storage and Nematodes Discussed

Members of the Kansas Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen and guests reg- 
istered both at the Wareham hotel 
and at Umberger Hall, Kansas State 
University, Manhattan, Kan., for 
their annual meeting, September 
and 8. Hosts for the meeting were 
Kansas State University and the 
Manhattan Nurseries, Manhattan. 


Elections 
New officers of the K. A. N. were 


elected at a business meeting held 
September 8 as follows: President, 
Guy Mathews, Manhattan Nurser- 
ies, Manhattan; vice-president, Bob 
McHenry, Hillside Nursery, Wichita; 
secretary, John Tonkin, J. H. Skin- 
ner & Co., Topeka, and director, 
Hank North, Willis Nursery Co., Ot- 
tawa, Immediate Past President Don- 
ald Roepke, J. H. Skinner & Co., re- 
mained on the executive committee 
as a director. 

After the registration of about 70 
members and guests, a tour of the 
university Campus was conducted by 
Dr. Ray A. Keen, department of hor- 
ticulture, K. S. U. Highlights of the 
tour included the experimental turf 
plots, the new Student Union build- 
ing, new experimental greenhouses 
and the new quarters of the horti- 
cultural department in Waters Hall. 

Featured at the experimental turf 
plots at Kansas State University are 
such new turf grasses as Leavenworth 
buffalo, Sunturf Bermuda grass, Tex- 
turf (1-F) Bermuda grass and Emer- 
ald zoysia, as well as the more com- 
monly known and used turf grasses. 
Dr. Keen stated that the most highly 
recommended warm-season grasses 
for this general area still are U-3 
Bermuda grass and Meyer (Z-52) 
zoysia. The best cool-season grasses 
were listed as Kentucky bluegrass, 
Merion bluegrass and Kentucky 31 
fescue. 

After a chicken barbecue at Um- 
berger Hall, a symposium on the 
nursery business was conducted, with 
Ralph Shugert, Neosho Nursery Co., 
Neosho, Mo. , as moderator. Mr. Shu- 
gert began by advancing some of his 
views on factors influencing the com- 
ing fall business. 

The new wage-hour law, he be- 
lieves, will have some influence on 
the labor costs for the coming sea- 
son, though easier credit and the fact 
that 1.2 million new homes are ex- 
pected to be completed should help

fall business a great deal. Neverthe- 
less, this fall is not expected to be so 
good as some in the past. Mr. Shu- 
gert expects general business to have 
increased volume with firmer prices. 
Predicts Price Rise 

Within the nursery industry, in- 
creased public spending will increase 
the volume of sales. However, Mr. 
Shugert anticipates that the mini- 
mum wage increase will increase 
costs and, necessarily, prices. Also, 
costs of parcel post, office supplies, 
paper, twine, etc., will continue to 
increase; so he believes the solution 





lies in a higher price schedule, per- 
haps with a 10 to 15 per cent in- 
crease. 

General nursery production seems 
to be adequate, but there is no sub- 
stitute for quality in nursery pro- 
duction. To compete with the many 
non-nursery outlets springing up to- 
day, the trade must not only main- 
tain production, but must also pro- 
vide itself with a good system of 
quality control. 

Advertising was taken up next by 
Mr. Shugert in a discussion of what 
type of campaign to use. The hard- 
sell campaign was defined as one 
featuring attractive price items or 
specials to draw traffic to sell regu- 
lar items. This type of advertising 
has been most satisfactory for the 
nursery industry. The soft-sell cam- 
paign is of the institutional type and 
aims more or less at selling the com- 
pany. 

Close attention should be paid to 
the scheduling of ads, so that they do 
not conflict with other big campaigns, 
such as grocery ads. Study could be 
made of good department store ads 
for new ideas and techniques. Tele- 
vision and other forms of advertising 
bear a good deal of study before too 
much is invested in them. Newspa- 
pers, Mr. Shugert concluded, seem 
to be the best advertising medium 
for the nurseryman to use, and he 
should use them at least once a week 
for a hard-sell campaign. 

Gene Wilson reported on the re- 
cent Sagamore management confer- 
ence and urged all members to at-

so the primary trouble must first be 
located. 

The best preventive measure {oi 
shade tree borers is to destroy the 
worms that follow egg laying in May 
and June. The first two weeks in Sep- 
tember is the time to go after peach 
tree borers.

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Washington Group 
Hears Talks on 
Nematodes and 


Pine-Shoot Moth 


By Robert P. Hammond 


Members of the Washington State 
Nurserymen’s Association convened 
at the Hotel Chinook motel and 
tower, Yakima, Wash., August 17 to 
19, to learn more about nematodes 
and pesticides and to nominate offi- 
cers for the January elections. 

President Wayne Cockburn, 
Marysville Nursery, Marysville, 
opened the meeting by introducing 
Mayor Tom Bostic of Yakima to wel- 
come the group to the city. The 
meeting then moved promptly into 
its serious educational phases with 
the keynote address by Dr. Harold 
Jensen, Oregon State College, Cor- 
vallis, who discussed the war be- 
tween nurserymen and nematodes. 

Dr. Jensen pointed out that vari- 
ous kinds of nematodes invade all 
types of plant tissue and live through 
any normal storage, grading and 
transportation conditions, making 
their control extremely difficult. 

Primary types of nematodes caus-

ing injury to nursery crops of the 
Pacific northwest are the root-knot 
and root lesion nematodes. The No. | 
pest in the latter group, Pratylenchus 
penetrans, is not native but has be- 
come well established in most nurs- 
ery soils. 

It is well adapted to the climate 
and soil conditions of the Pacific 
northwest and is active most of the 
year. It is not unusual, the speaker 
said, to find as many as 7,000 on an 
infected cherry seedling or up to 
2,000 in a quart of soil. 

The destructive potential of root- 
knot nematodes should not be over- 
looked, warned Dr. Jensen, noting 
that they can do great damage to 
specialized plantings in greenhouses, 
lath houses, propagation beds, win- 
dow boxes and flower pots. Knotlike 
swellings on the roots are a primary 
diagnostic symptom. 

Other nematodes called ectopara- 
sites are also taking their unearned 


share of nursery profits, said Dr. 
Jensen. These are not likely to be 
moved with salable stock if it is free 
from soil, but their exact relation- 
ship is not fully understood. The fol- 
lowing symptoms are frequently 
noted:-(1) Premature yellowing and 
dropping of leaves, (2) stunting, (3) 
wilting and loss of vigor, (4) ab- 
sence of feeder roots and (5) stubby 
root remnants. 

Once this problem has been diag- 
nosed, Dr. Jensen urged that the in- 
fested area be avoided if possible and 
that no perennial legumes be used in 
cover crops. He suggested soil fumi- 
gation, the choice of resistant varie- 
ties and the use of chemical dips or 
soaks as remedies. 

Soil fumigation is rapidly becom- 
ing an industry practice, he said, but 
it is not magical nor unconditionally 
guaranteed. Soil fumigation requires 
careful planning, special equipment

Barberries are either deciduous or 
evergreen shrubs, grown for their 
flowers, fruits, foliage and habit. 

Because most have thorns, they 
make excellent barrier plants and so 
are widely used in hedges. It should 
not be forgotten, however, that be- 
cause of their other good character- 
istics, they make fine specimens also. 
Certain types like B. koreana and 
gilgiana are excellent substitutes for 
the rust-carrying B. vulgaris. 

Effective Quarantine 

There are 19 states where eradica- 
tion programs are being carried out; 
namely, Colorado, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska North 
Dakota, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South 
Dakota, Virginia, Washington, West 
Virginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming.

Each year more than 600 nurseries 
and dealers are inspected and is. 
sued certificates permitting interstate 
shipment of rust-free barberries. 
During the past few years few sus- 
ceptible plants have been found in 
these establishments. The principal 
problem is the hybrid or off-type 
bushes resulting from impure seeds. 
This is especially true in the eastern 
states where Berberis vulgaris is 
found in abundance. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture is doing an excellent job 
in trying to eradicate all the rust- 
carrying barberries from all commer- 
cial growing sources in the United 
States. Less than 55,000 square miles 
of an original 1,064,084 remain in- 
fested or potentially infested with 
rust-spreading barberries in the 19 
states engaged in eradication. In 
states outside this area, the approved 
nurseries (some 600) and their en- 
virons have been cleared of all rust- 
susceptible plants as a part of eligi- 
bility for certification. 

Since all the rust-free barberries 
are not outstanding ornamentals, | 
shall list only the 28 in the group 
which are. All others not mentioned 
should be considered for discarding. 
Actually, the barberries listed in 
quarantine 38 include most of the 
best of the entire group. The Japa- 
nese barberry and its many excellent 
varieties are included, as well as some 
of the best of the evergreen types. It 
is a fortunate coincidence that this 
particular quarantine has worked 
out this way. The following, then,

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are the best of the rust-free barber- 
ries, and they are diversified enough 
to prov ide plenty of variation in 
height, hardiness, foliage texture and 
color, as well as variations in fruit 
color and plant habit, to fill almost 
any landscape need. 
Recommended Berberis 


Following the name of each rec- 
ommended species or variety appear 
its natural height at maturity ex- 
pressed in feet, its hardiness zone, its 
place of origin and, in some cases, its 
common name. The hardiness zones 
are those given in the author’s book, 
“Shrubs and Vines for American 
Gardens.” 

B. beaniana: 8, Z 6, W. China, 
Bean’s barberry—Deciduous; pro- 
ducing 10 to 20 flowers together in a 
panicle; fruit three eighths of an inch 
long, egg shaped, bright purple; ap- 
parently fruiting better when three 
or four plants are grown together. 

B. buxifolia: 9, Z 5-6, Chile, Ma- 
gellan barberry—An evergreen, na- 
tive in the area about the Straits of 
Magellan, with orange-yellow flowers 
and dark purple fruits. 

B. buxifolia nana—Dwarf Magel- 
lan barberry; a dwarf compact form 
under two feet tall. 

B. calliantha: 3, Z 7,8. E. Tibet— 
A low evergreen shrub with fruits 
slightly egg shaped, blue-black in 
color and covered with a gray bloom, 
and conspicuously grayish white be- 
neath. 

B. candidula: 2, Z 5, China, pale- 
leaved barberry—A low evergreen 
shrub with arching branches, leaves 
produced in the angles of the spines 
and purplish fruit. 

B. chenaulti: 4, Z 5 (verruculosa x

fruit and nut trees, $6.3 million; de- 
ciduous shrubs, $4.5 million, and 
grapevines, $0.6 million. 

Highlights of the current report 
are the large increase in dollar sales 
for coniferous evergreens grown in 
California, Michigan and _ Illinois: 
similar gains for broad-leaved ever- 
greens grown in California, Florida, 
Long Island, New York and Oregon, 
and the sharp increase in citrus tree 
sales in Florida following recovery 
from winter freeze losses of 1957-58. 
Rose plants were the only ornamen- 
tal classification showing  smalle: 
sales in 1959 than in 1958. This re- 
sulted largely from freeze damage in 
Texas, but sales in California were 
also down from a year earlier. Rose 
plant inventory numbers in Texas on 
January 1, 1960, were sharply below 
a year earlier. 

California led in 1959 
sales for the eight classes of nursery 


and gross wholesale value of sales, 1958 and 
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products included in the 10-state 
summary with a “gross wholesale” 
value of $25.2 million, followed by 
Texas with $7.6 million; Ohio, $74 
million; New York, $7.1 million: 
Florida, $6.6 million; Illinois, $5.9 
million; Oregon, $5 million; Michi. 
gan, $3.4 million; Iowa, $2.3 million, 
and Colorado, less than $1 million. 
All states except Colorado, Iowa and 
Texas reported higher dollar sales in 
1959 than a year earlier. In Texas 
1959 sales were below 1958 because 
of reduced marketings of rose plants. 
Colorado nurserymen also reported 
lower dollar sales in 1959 from thei; 
own production. Many Colorado 
nurseries buy the bulk of their stock 
from other states. Iowa nurserymen 
reported 1959 sales slightly below a 
year ago. 
State Summaries 


In California, the wholesale value 
of the sales for the eight classes of 
nursery products surveyed in 1959 
showed a substantial increase from a 
year earlier, with most of the gain 
resulting from larger sales for coni- 
ferous evergreens, broad-leaved ever- 
greens and citrus and_ subtropical 
fruit trees. Broad-leaved evergreen 
production continues the most im- 
portant class of plants grown in 
California, accounting for nearly 
one-third of the dollar sales of the 
eight classes of nursery products sur- 
veyed in the state. However, conifer- 
ous evergreen production has shown 
a phenomenal increase since yearly 
data were collected in 1956. Conifer 
dollar sales in 1959 were about two 
and one-half times as large as in 
1956. In addition, conifer sales had 
doubled as a percentage of total sales 
for the eight classes of nursery prod- 
ucts, indicating that conifer planting 
material is rapidly increasing its 
share of the California nursery indus- 
try. 

Growers of citrus and subtropical 
fruit trees in California also reported 
larger sales in 1959 than a year 
earlier, Rising inventory numbers on 
January 1, 1960, indicate that some 
further increases can be expected. 
Growers of California roses reported 
a moderately lower dollar volume in 
1959 than a year earlier, but a sub- 
stantial increase in inventory num. 
bers on January 1, 1960. California 
deciduous fruit and nut tree produc- 
ers reported fewer trees sold in 1959 
than 1958, but this was about offset 
by somewhat higher prices per tree.

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Finance in the Nursery Business 


Professors at A. A. N. Management Conferences Stress Need for Better Records 


INSTRUCTOR in “Finance” at the recent manage- 
ment conference of the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen at Lake Arrowhead, Calif., was Dr. J. Frederick 
Weston, professor of finance at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles and financial consultant. Through 
his knowledge and experience, Dr. Weston was able to 
make some startlingly accurate observations about the 
nursery industry and its problems, although he had no 
previous experience with it. Speaking from this ob- 
jective viewpoint, he furthermore was able to offer his 
suggestions on how to meet these problems on the basis 
of sound business principles which would apply regard- 
less of the industry. 

In his introductory remarks, Dr. Weston related what 
he had learned, in his preparation for the course, about 
the nursery industry and its condition compared to the 
nation’s economy as a whole. Broadly speaking, it is a 
$2 to $4 billion industry, with an 8 to 10 per cent 
growth rate. This favorable rate is influenced by hous- 
ing growth, leisure time and a rise in higher income 
levels. With conditions as they are today, then, the 
nursery industry has the elements of a real growth 
industry. However, whenever such a situation does 
exist, one must consider, How easy is it for competition 
to come in? Whenever profits are high, competition is 
bound to come in. 

Dr. Weston ventured that most nurserymen have not 
had financial problems during recent years because of 
the built-in growth factors at work during good times.

“FINANCE” was one of the main topics of discussion 
at the third annual management conference sponsored 
by the American Association of Nurserymen, in co- 
operation with Syracuse University, Syracuse, N. Y.. 
at the Sagamore conference center, near Raquette Lake, 
N. Y. Guiding the discussion was Eric W. Lawson, 
chairman of the department of finance at Syracuse 
University. 

Professor Lawson commenced his lecture at the Saga- 
more conference center Tuesday morning, August 23, 
by stating that finance is the art and practice of making 
a useless thing into the most useful thing there is. He 
added that cash is a means to an end. He suggested 
to the nurserymen that they buy short-term government 
marketable securities when their cash builds up. He 
advised getting a maturity date on these securities for 
the time when cash will be needed. As the nursery 
business is a seasonal one, cash is needed in spring and 
fall. 

Professor Lawson thought that unless inventory is 
reported in nurserymen’s financial statements they are 
not correct, because the assets and liabilities are not 
shown properly. He commented further that the nurs- 
erymen are caught in a treadmill, as they have to keep 
expanding their businesses in order to avoid paying 
higher taxes. Not showing an inventory, he continued, 
makes an incorrect balance sheet and_profit-and-loss 
statement. Therefore, ratios for analysis cannot be 
applied. One of the most important changes needed in

In the past 
two or three years, we have even re- 
ceived sizable orders for wreaths, 
roping, packaged flocked boughs, 
packaged holly, cones, etc., from the 
group’s lots, which are scattered 
throughout the city. 

By far the biggest boon to our off- 
season sale has been the flocked trees. 
This has become big business and is 
responsible for an extra two months’ 
employment for a large number of 
our valued but seasonal landscape 
help. As I stated earlier, Christmas 
began in earnest November 10 last 
season. By November 15 we were 
operating three full shifts, flocking 
trees, boughs, branches, etc., around 
the clock—24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, until a week before 
Christmas, when we were able to cut 
back to two crews. We even had one 
crew after Christmas to handle the 
special orders which were for decora- 
tive items for New Year’s parties and 
special holiday weddings. 

By far the most popular tree for 
flocking is Scotch pine, with Norway 
or red pine trailing quite close be- 
hind. For small table trees, the west- 
ern Douglas fir is widely used. 








HONORED IN NEW ENGLAND 


Highlight of the recent summer meet- 
ing of the New England Nurserymen’s 
Association, reported in the previous issue 
of the American Nurseryman, was the 
citation given V. J. Vanicek (left), Rhode 
Island Nurseries, Middletown, R. I., for 
his many contributions to the state’s nurs- 
ery industry. The commemorative plaque 
was presented by John L. Rego, director, 
Rhode Island department of agriculture 
and conservation. 
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We have been fortunate enough to 
find a local source of trimmed, plan. 
tation-grown Scotch, Norway and 
white pine. The grower sets aside a 
quantity of these trees for us each 
year and permits us to cut them our. 
selves. If, for example, we require 
3,000 trees, he will mark off about 
5,000 for us to choose from. This has 
been an important factor in any suc- 
cess we may enjoy, since the quality 
of trees is vital when people pay the 
price asked for a flocked tree. 

Briefly, a few of the techniques we 
have developed which have permit. 
ted almost assembly line production 
are as follows: 

1. Cut trees are sorted as to size 
and variety as they are unloaded and 
stacked standing against each other 
so that the branches do not need to 
be fluffed out as they are used, as 
would be necessary if they were tied 
tightly or stacked in piles. 

2. All trees up through the 9 to 
10-foot size are mounted in a per- 
manent stand. We have used the 
regular floral papier-mache contain- 
ers. The Keiding pot would serve as 
well. We put about three inches of 
moist sand in the bottom of the pot, 
plunge the freshly cut butt of the 
tree into the sand and then fill the 
pot with a quick-drying mixture of 
concrete and plaster. This sets up 
fast, and in a matter of five or 10 
minutes, the trees are ready to be 
flocked. One crew of four men is 
kept busy “potting” the trees, and a 
shuttle truck is used to transport 
the trees to the flocking room. This 
past season we added a simple wire 
stand to be sold for 50 cents for use 
in the home to prevent the wide- 
branched trees from tipping. This 
enables us to use a uniform-size pot 
for all the largest trees. We use only 
a 10-inch pot on even a 10-foot tree, 
and with the 4-sided wire stand 
there is no danger of tipping the 
tree, even with the relatively small- 
size container. 

3. The actual flocking is done ina 
specially equipped room. That is, 
specially equipped for this period, 
but returned to its normal function 
as a warehouse for the rest of the 
year. Extra blowers are installed to 
help speed up the drying, and extra 
lights are added, along with a motor- 
ized turntable to rotate the trees 
slowly as they are being flocked. 

We have discovered a special “No- 
Flame Flockesive,’ which we pres 
ently distribute over the country. It 
is used straight, just as it comes, and 
is available in 55-gallon drums and 
is warehoused at Chicago. With it we 
use a pure Brown’s cellulose flock, 
which comes in just clear white. We 
mix our own colors, which gives us

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Specimen Trees Feature 


Of New Portland Center 


By George Fisher 


The opening of the $100 million 
Lloyd shopping center at Portland, 
Ore., August 1 was the culmination 
of the dream of the late Ralph B. 
Lloyd, and can be classed as one of 
the greatest achievements of the 
Pacific northwest. This 90-acre cen- 
ter is the result of 30 years of site 
acquisition and planning and more 
than two and a half years of con- 
struction. 

Located in the center of the acre- 
age are 70 blocks of store, shop and 
business fronts established on three 
levels, with wide pedestrian malls 
beautifully landscaped with trees, 
shrubs and seasonal flowers and 
bulbs. Pools, sculptured fountains 
and waterfalls, bold sculpture pieces 
and benches are incorporated into 
the landscape scheme. Hundreds of 
planters, both free standing and 
built in, enhance the malls, stair- 
ways, walkways and the ramps to 
underground parking facilities. 

The Lloyd center is located just 
east of downtown Portland, being 
separated from the core area of the 
city by the Willamette river. Al- 
though there are many large and 
comparable shopping centers in 
America, the Lloyd center is unique 
in that none other so large is locat- 
ed so close to an already established 
metropolitan downtown area. 

Incorporating stores, professional 








tilati 


offices, banks, business services, a 
large medical center, an 80x180-foot 
open-air ice rink, several restaurants 
and an auditorium seating 500, the 
development may well be called a 
city within a city. Parking facilities 
are provided for 8,000 cars, and an 
elaborate system of canopies and 
overhangs protects all walkways from 
the elements. 

The landscaping of the Lloyd cen- 
ter was the work of the past two 
years. Large tree specimens for ma- 
ture effect were obtained by scouting 
the nurseries and old plantings in a 
large area around Portland. Many 
trees were obtained at a considerable 
distance and transplanted to the site 
last winter and spring. 

Among these were a large eastern 
dogwood, weighing 27 tons balled; a 
39-foot golden deodar cedar; a 50- 
foot pine; several 20-foot Koster blue 
spruces; some large sequoias, and 
vine and Japanese maples. Other 
large specimen trees and shrubs are 
still to be planted, although careful 
planning gave an impression of com- 
pletion on the opening date. 

The first general planting contract 
of over 500 trees and thousands of 
shrubs and ground covers has been 
completed. E. P. Baltz & Sons, land- 
scape contractors, Portland, were the 
low bidders on this section of the 
basic landscape plans prepared by 
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A 40-foot golden Deodar cedar and 
Koster blue spruce specimens form the 
background of this parklike area, one of 
several about the Lloyd center. 


Walter and Florence Gerke, Port- 
land. None of the trees in this con- 
tract were of the large specimen type, 
however. 

The transplanting of the large 
trees was supervised by James A. 
Galligan, who has been in charge of 
landscape construction and mainte- 
nance work with the Lloyd Corp. 
for the past 15 years. He has also 
supervised the landscaping of most 
of the other Lloyd properties in the 
area. 

Arthur W. Erfeldt, consultant 
landscape architect to the Lloyd 
Corp., has been collaborating with 
Mr. Galligan on the selection of 
specimen trees and shrubs and has 
been in charge of the continuation 
of the landscaping since July 1. 

The large specimen trees are 
planted in the spacious parklike areas

There is an 
arched bridge over the plaza, a cir- 
cular stairway in polished terrazzo, 
and a 3-tiered formal rose garden. 
Paving patterns are varied and col- 
orful, employing bold aggregate. ter- 
razzo and black concrete. 

Most of the plantings are made 
up of broad-leaved evergreens, as is 
characteristic of the region. In the 
deep shade, Aucuba japonica, Fatsia 
japonica, Viburnum davidi and Sar- 
cococca ruscifolia are used for mass- 
ing and as specimens. Ten varieties 
of rhododendrons and 15 varieties 
of azaleas are displayed in the semi- 
shade beds and planters, along with 
Skimmia japonica, several [lex 
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crenata types, Mahonia bealei. M. 
aquifolium, M. nervosa and Vi. 
burnum rhytidophyllum. Those most 
heavily used in sunny situations are 
Raphiolepis umbellata, Nandin« do- 
mestica, Berberis verruculosa and 
several species of heath and heather 
for massing. 

Ground covers are employed ex- 
tensively, Baltic ivy, pachysandra 
and dwarf sarcococca being planted 
in the deep shade subterranean ramp 
areas, and Cotoneaster dammeri, 
Gaultheria_ shallon, Vinca minor, 
Ceanothus gloriosus and others in 
the sunny beds. Also used for under- 
planting are many varieties of Taxus 
and juniper.

The slab slopes away from the 
window and is fitted at its lower edge 
with an aluminum gutter. Down- 
spouts from the gutter run through 
the wall into exterior planters built 
along the front of the garden store. 
Thus, when the bank of potted plants 
is watered, the excess quickly drains 
away and aids in the watering of the 
planters outside.

WISCONSIN FAIR EXHIBIT 

An impressive display, created in 
just 750 square feet of space, was the 
Wisconsin Nurserymen’s  Associa- 
tion’s contribution to the flower 
building at the 1960 Wisconsin state 
fair last month. Fair officials rated 
the exhibit the W. N. A.’s best effort 
in its years of fair participation. 

The display was designed to stimu- 
late fairgoers into planting their own 
home grounds with some of the un- 
usual plant materials shown, or with 
unusual groupings of familiar plant 
materials, To this end, the display 
area was arranged in several small 
garden beds, with wood-chip paths 
between them, instead of the single 
display favored in former years. 

Each of the raised beds, edged 
with a low brick wall, showed a co- 
ordinated planting of shrubs, vines, 
flowers and trees, all labeled as to 
variety. An effort was made to show 
material which, although hardy in 
Wisconsin, was a little out of the 
ordinary. The many fairgoers who 
stopped to jot down plant names 
were proof that the effort was suc- 
cessful. 


Cedar Fence Background 


A cedar pole fence erected as a 
divider between other displays also 
served as an attractive background 
for a long, narrow planting, which 
featured clump birch, Euonymus 
alatus, junipers and geraniums. The 
hall’s supporting posts, covered with 
bark and foliage to resemble trees, 
were incorporated into several of the 
plantings. 

Garden lighting highlighted cer- 
tain features and enhanced each 
garden bed. Mushroom lights, colo- 
nial lanterns and several new designs 
were provided by the Four Seasons 
Mfg.

Two price promotions are also 
staged yearly, one in the spring and 
another in the fall. Only general 
competitive stock is reduced at these 
promotions; specialized stock is 
maintained at the standard markups. 
With the exception of the spring and 
fall price promotions, all other pro- 
motions are built on quality and 
selection. 

Sales-Training Program 


The third point in the Rosedale 
plan is the maintenance of a sales- 
training program. A monthly sales 
meeting is held, and all sales person- 
nel are invited to dinner. After din- 
ner, the salesmen discuss ways to 
serve their customers better and dis- 
cuss ideas on increasing sales produc- 
tivity. Attendance at these dinners 
averages 99 per cent of the personnel 
involved.

ers are a charge account system, on 
which Mr. Crum said losses have 
averaged less than one-half of 1 per 
cent. Sales are also made on a con. 
tract basis, which allows customers 
to deduct 10 per cent handling 
charges for prompt payment. 
Points six and seven of the plan 
call for a similar layout plan for all 
outlets, keeping big-ticket merchan. 
dise in the front of the store and de. 
veloping a sales quota system for 
each salesman. Mr. Crum said that 
Rosedale’s has developed an incen- 
tive plan to encourage greater efforts 
on the part of the sales personnel. 
Next, Mr. Crum outlined several 
factors which he said should be part 
of any sales plan in order to maintain 
a constant increase in dollar value 
through the years. He said that the 
garden center operator should strive 
to understand his customer’s view- 
point at all times. All plant materials 
and garden supply products should 
be presented to the customer in the 
context of his needs. Benefits that he 
will derive by utilizing the recom. 
mended materials are pointed out. 
One benefit that is virtually universal 
in the purchase of quality nursery 
stock is the enhancement of the 
beauty of the customer’s landscape. 
Mr. Crum also stressed the impor- 
tance of developing good working 
habits, which should include a work 
plan for every day. He added that a 
positive attitude must be maintained 
at all times and that belief in the 
quality of one’s products and the firm 
one represents is also essential. 
Above all, the customer should be 
treated with the politeness due him. 


Printed Aids 


After his address, Mr. Crum cir- 
culated two printed leaflets which 
Rosedale’s gives to both regular and 
prospective customers. One _ piece 
was a folded flyer entitled “Rose- 
dale’s 8 Steps to Successful Gar- 
dens.” Folded to give eight separate 
pages and a full-spread interior 
15x17 inches, this flyer carries much 
helpful general information on land- 
scaping, planting suggestions for trees 
and shrubs and hints on proper lawn 
planting. The inside spread contains 
a listing of eight steps for planting 
of nursery stock: (1) Preparing the 
soil, (2) removing the plant, (3) ac- 
tual planting, (4) watering and 
basins, (5) fertilizing, (6) spraying, 
(7) weeding and (8) pruning. 

The other piece of literature which 
Mr. Crum circulated among the 
group was Rosedale’s “Planscaper, 
which contains illustrations of land- 
scape plans. The prospect is invited 
to make a sketch of his own prop- 
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erty and the type of landscaping that 
he would like to have. The rough 
sketch is then presented to one of 
Rosedale’s landscape men, who as- 
sists the prospect in the final layout 
and the proper selection of plants. 


Plant Lists 


One of the features of the “Plan- 
scaper’” are lists of suggested plant 
materials for both the sections of the 
prospect’s landscape which would 
receive abundant sun and those that 
would be essentially shaded. Also 
offered is a list of suggested ground 
covers for both sun and shade areas. 
These lists follow: 

Sunny areas, plants seven to 10 
feet tall: Pyracantha Rosedale, cal- 
listemon, eugenia, Magnolia St. 
Mary, Viburnum, bronze loquat, 
Juniperus torulosa, Arborvitae Bev- 
erly Hills, Dodonaea purpurea, Po- 
docarpus maki, Ficus nitida and Wil- 
son holly. 

Sunny areas, plants four to six feet 
tall: Arbutus compacta, Ligustrum 
texanum, Gardenia Mystery, Vibur- 
num robustum, Eugenia compacta, 
dwarf citrus, Xylosma_ senticosa, 
guava Pineapple Gem, blue Pfitzer, 
abelia, dwarf hibiscus, genista, Ra- 
phiolepis Springtime and Murraya 
exotica.

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oughly hardy in zone 5, it can be 
grown over a wide area. The ar- 
boretum’s original plant, still a per- 
fect specimen after 50 years (pic- 
tured in a close-up on the front cover 
of this issue), was grown from Pur- 
dom’s seed collected in China in 
1910 and is now 10 feet tall and 10 
feet in diameter, showing that it will 
grow taller than the six feet specified 
in Alfred Rehder’s “Manual of Cul- 
tivated Trees and Shrubs.” It was 
listed by only one nursery in the lat. 
est edition of the “Plant Buyer’s 
Guide,” but others must have it. 

The Korean barberry, B. koreana, 
is another good substitute for B. vul- 
garis, and more nurseries grow it. 
The arboretum’s 50-year-old plant is 
nine feet tall and about eight feet in 
diameter—a slightly smaller plant. 
The fruits of this are more rounded, 
and the leaves slightly larger: than 
those of B. gilgiana.

and adequate soil preparation; and 
even then there are many pitfalls. 

Despite these pitfalls, fumigation 
offers the most hopeful solution. 
Many California counties, Dr. Jensen 
said, will now only accept stocks 
grown in fumigated soil. 

A. Hays McCoy, Yakima, repre- 
senting the Pennsalt Chemicals 
Corp., spoke optimistically on ‘Pesti- 
cides—A Boon to Mankind.” How- 
ever, George Eade, Sumner, state 
nursery inspector, brought a warn- 
ing of another destructive pest that 
has invaded the area and requested 
the aid of the nurserymen in track- 
ing it down. 

This pest, the European pine-shoot 
moth, is an enemy of young pine 
trees, which it stunts and deforms, 
decreasing their value by lengthen- 
ing the time necessary to grow a 
merchantable crop. Pine-shoot moth 
damage has been found, he said, on 
cones of ornamental pines in the 
Puget sound and Spokane areas and 
may be elsewhere. 

In order to protect the state’s na- 
tive pine forests, it is necessary to 
find out exactly where the pest is, 
Mr. Eade said. It is spread princi- 
pally by means of nursery stock, par- 
ticularly 2 and 3-needle pines such 
as red, Mugho, Scotch and Austrian, 
all popular in modern landscape 
plantings. Ornamental plantings and 
nurseries are the main places in 
which to look for evidence of the 
pine-shoot moth. Nearby native pines 
of susceptible size should also be 
checked.

Nurserymen should examine their 
work program to see if the correct 
size of one or more types of power 
equipment might replace or expedite 
a portion of the manual labor. Per- 
haps a rotary tiller can save many 
man-hours in the preparation of 
planter spaces on landscape installa- 
tions. At the nursery itself, the same 
tiller can be invaluable in the prep- 
aration of lining-out beds, seedbeds, 
etc. 

A power auger may minimize time 
and drudgery involved in the fertili- 
zation of large trees and also in dig- 
ging large numbers of holes for 
shrubs. However, a plant ball should 
not be forced into a hole that is not 
large enough simply becayse the 
auger is not of sufficient diameter; 
drilling more than once and cleaning 
out the hole by hand labor may be 
necessary. This can still save time in 
volume work. 

Shade tree pruning usually in- 
volves painstaking labor and consid- 
erable time. The use of a power saw 
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would make the tree man’s job less 
strenuous, thus making him more 
efficient for the over-all job, consery- 
ing time and probably adding qual. 
ity to the work. 

By necessity, hoists of various 
types have always been used for 
moving large trees, but consideration 
should also be given to the medium. 
size trees which take four or five men 
to lift. Smaller hoists in the 2,000. 
pound capacity range may be used 
here. These are removable and may 
be slipped in and out of a bracket 
mounted on the corner of a truck 
bed. With this equipment, two men 
can handle tree-planting jobs, rather 
than four.

Power spraying equipment is an 
efficient means for rendering a valu- 
able maintenance service to one’s 
clientele, as well as providing a prof- 
itable source of income during off- 
seasons.

duction of grass problems. Growers 
who produce container plants should 
consider a satisfactory soil shredder 
for a better and more easily mixed 
soil or mulch. A conveyor system, 
which could appreciably speed up 
the canning process, may also be de- 
sirable. 


Methods 


Besides capable men and proper 
equipment, good management and 
methods are essential. A time and 
motion engineer’s job is to study and 
improve operational methods in or- 
der to complete an operation with 
the least possible expense of effort 
and time. This same type of analysis 
should be applied to working meth- 
ods. 

Detailed instructions in proper 
procedures should be given before 
work starts and should be followed 
through with competent supervision. 
The manager’s ability to do an oper- 
ation quickly and well may come to 
nought unless employees are trained 
to apply these methods on the job. 

Perhaps too much of the manager’s 
work is carried out from the office 
in some instances; it would be well 
for him to be frequently on the job 
to see that it is done right the first 
time. Reworking phases of a job 
swallows up profits. Practicing effi- 
ciency on the job helps to induce per- 
sonal pride in a workman’s work; 
this, in turn, causes labor to perform 
better, producing dividends for all. 


Cost Analysis 


One of the glaring weaknesses in 
the nursery business is management’s 
failure to keep accurate and active 
records by which to determine the 
exact cost of materials and the han- 
dling of them. Overhead versus profit 
should be studied. 

The actual cost of a plant, for in- 
stance, is only the first expenditure. 
The cost of labor and materials to 
maintain that plant, the overhead 
cost of keeping it and the cost of de- 
livering and planting should all be 
accounted for accurately. In this 
way the final delivered price can be 
determined, and an estimate arrived 
at to insure a profit. 


Cost Items 


Items which must be considered 
relative to this estimate are (1) the 
plant’s original cost, whether it is 
bought or produced (this will usu- 
ally be doubled or tripled for the re- 
tail market); (2) travel time to the 
job for employees, materials and 
equipment; (3) planting time, which 
varies widely with amount of prepa- 
ration necessary; (4) overhead (rent, 
office supplies, depreciation of equip- 
ment, loss of plants, etc.); (5) labor

VARIED LANDSCAPES 
FOR FREEDOMLAND, U. S. A. 


The vast job of landscaping Free- 
domland, U.S. A., a new amusement 
park at the Bronx, N. Y., was com- 
pleted, despite many difficulties, for 
the scheduled opening day _ this 
summer, according to a recent article 
in the Mount Vernon (N. Y.) Ar- 
gus. The work, reportedly valued at 
$1 million, was carried out in eight 
months by the firm of Lawrence 
Labriola, Scarsdale, N. Y., under 
the direction of Linesch & Dutton, 
landscape architects with headquar- 
ters at Los Angeles, Calif. Over 50,- 
000 trees and shrubs were used in the 
planting, which was begun last No- 
vember. At the height of the planting 
season, the Labriola nursery em- 
ployed a crew of 350 men and 10 to 
15 trucks on the project. 

Different plant materials in Free- 
domland, according to the Argus ar- 
ticle, will serve two functions. Some 
of the plants, including vegetables, 
will be used to establish authentic 
atmosphere for the areas in the park 
that represent different parts of the 
United States; other trees and 
shrubs provide ornamental landscap- 
ing in scale with the surrounding 
topography and nearby buildings. 
Some trees planted were 70 feet high. 

Materials typifying various Amer- 
ican regions but not readily grown 
in New York were brought in from 
all parts of the country. The park’s 
New Orleans area is lush with mag- 
nolias and oleanders. A redwood was 
flown to the site from California and 
planted in the San Francisco area. 
From Florida came banana trees 
and palms with full-grown coconuts. 
The tender plants from warmer 
zones will not survive the winter, of 
course, and will be replaced with new 
plants next spring. 

The trees and shrubs incorporated 
in the general landscape plan will 
provide shade and beauty for streets 
and for each ride and play area of 
the park. They will also serve to 
separate these areas and to muffle 
sound. The newspaper article notes 
that among the greatest challenges 
of the project were the heavy salt 
content of the soil and the fluctuating 
water table. Proper irrigation, soil 
conditioning and careful plant selec-

TREASURY RULING 


From time to time city ordinances 
are enacted which prohibit or regu- 
late the operation of certain busi. 
nesses within the city limits. These 
ordinances have often been in con- 
flict with the right of a local nurs- 
eryman to do landscape work or to 
sell and deliver nursery products 
from his farm to a city client. In 
some cases these nurserymen have 
been under considerable legal ex- 
pense to establish the fact that such 
ordinances are not applicable to their 
agricultural businesses which have 
been conducted without license prior 
to the enactment of such ordinance. 

So A. A. N. headquarters calls at- 
tention to the fact that the internal 
revenue service in revenue ruling 
60-261 based upon the facts involved 
in a particular case which was before 
it, held that the legal expenses in- 
curred to establish the fact that a 
municipal ordinance, which prohib- 
its the operation of certain business 
within the municipal limit, is not ap- 
plicable to the taxpayer’s business, 
are deductible as ordinary and neces- 
sary business expenses under section 
162 of the code. 

Treasury ruling 1382 is conse- 
quently modified to remove any im- 
plication that legal expenses incurred 
to protect the continued use of prop- 
erty for income-producing purposes 
are capital expenditures. They are to 
be treated as ordinary business ex- 
penditures under 162 of the code. 





FLORIDA GAINS 


The continued growth of the nurs- 
ery industry in Florida is indicated 
by figures released recently by the 
state plant board for the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1960. According to the 
board’s data, 5,417 nurseries were 
registered during the period, as com- 
pared with 5,126 a year earlier. This 
increase was attained despite the fact 
that 718 nurseries were reported out 
of business during the year. Gains 
also were noted in the number of 
acres devoted to the growing of nurs- 
ery stock and in the number of plants 
grown. The acreage increase was 
from 9,220 acres in 1958-59 to 9,745, 
and the plant total jumped to 439,- 
471,618 from 434,392,103.

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen

LABOR SAVING 


In the nursery business labor 
ing is a difficult proposition, 
among nurseries, it is in the | 
scape nursery that application i 
most difficult.

Lifting Tasks 


In landscaping of only a few \ 
ago, lifting, especially of med 
size plants, was a problem and 
both time consuming and the « 
of many back injuries. Powe 
long been used for handling h 
plants, but not for plants in the £ 
200-pound class. Today it is fo 
to lift these latter. Rubber-tired | 
carriers can be used to pick the p 
up and haul them around the 1 
ery or job, and they can eve! 
pulled up onto the truck on pl 
by using power. Tractors with 
draulic lifts can be adapted 
loaders to pick up plants and 
them in trucks and transport t 
There is an inexpensive plat 
available for the rear of a Ford 
tor that will raise plants at the t 
of a lever to the height of the pi: 
truck. Still more convenient, 
more expensive, are truck tail 
with hydraulic lifts. 

Nurserymen are also forgetf 
what the tiller has done for the: 
preparing soil, not compared 
the horse but with the modern 
tor; the comparison with hand s 
ing is remarkable. Both in the 1 
ery and on jobs where it can be 
to prepare beds, it is faster than | 
work, one to 10, and more effi 
than the modern tractor in s 
areas. It is an ideal tool for prep: 
trenches for hedges, for working 
planting beds and putting in s 
lawns. (Regular lawn machines 
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better for larger lawns.) On _ the 
nursery, the tiller is fine for prepar- 
ing beds and also useful in the field, 
preparing the soil so fine and fluffy 
that a trench is not necessary, and 
in my operation we can plant small 
potted liners to a line efficiently. 

In digging holes on jobs labor sav- 
ing is more difficult, and I have not 
been too impressed with the use of 
tractor-operated screw diggers of the 
post-hole type. But after watching 
others use them I can see that they 
do have some advantages and are 
probably a 30 per cent improvement 
over hand digging. They would seem 
to be useful in starting holes, break- 
ing hardpan and loosening soil to be 
shoveled out of large-size holes. 


Cultivation 


The biggest room for labor saving 
arises, of course, in the area of culti- 
vation and weed control, and while 
retailers cannot follow all the meth- 
ods of the wholesale nurseryman and

his single crop in large areas, they 
can still do much. In the area of 
propagation weeds are no problem in 
the cutting bench or frame, and 
they can easily be restrained in seed 
flats of vermiculite or sphagnum. 
Large seeds like those of oaks are 
best drilled in rows to be cultivated 
by a tractor. When one is sowing 
seeds in beds, soil sterilization is a 
necessity. My firm no longer beds 
lining-out stock; it is all potted, even 
plants like English boxwood. Here 
we get several benefits. The plants 
are easier to keep clean; potting can 
be done in off season without loss, 
and plants in pots can be planted in 
the field in summer, a necessity in 
the landscape nursery. Incidentally, 
cinder blocks make good, inexpensive 
frames. 


Weed Control 


A few attempts with weed killers 
have not been too successful, largely 
because of the variety of plants my 
firm grows, but I think weed killers 
do have a place. Plants, when lined 
out in the field, should have the full- 
est advantage of power cultivation, 
which includes horse, small and large 
tiller, small tractor and disk on a 
regular tractor. And, while we have 
not made considerable progress, we 
realize cross checking of rows is

hawthorns, and six varieties of de- 
ciduous magnolia add interest to 
large planters. Mature specimens of 
common bamboo and_ espaliered 
camellias are used against wall sur- 
faces in some areas. 

Located across the street from the 
center proper, but still a part of the 
center is the ultramodern Sheraton- 
Portland hotel. This was the first 
structure to be completed in the 
Lloyd project and was opened last 
September. The hotel landscape, fea- 
turing a swimming pool and patio 
area, was also designed by Walter 
and Florence Gerke, but is main- 
tained under a separate contract held 
by Fred Wildy, a Milwaukie land- 
scape contractor. 

The center proper is faced with a 
huge maintenance job for the plant- 
ings and beds, according to Mr. 
Erfeldt. Further plantings must be 
designed and installed as new shop 
and store spaces are filled on the 
malls. Thousands of hardy Dutch 
bulbs will be planted soon for bloom 
effect next spring. Continuous bloom 
effect will be planned for all the gar- 
dens, employing annuals and peren- 
nials. 

To meet the unusual and special 
problems inherent in the mainte- 
nance of this property, the center will 
operate its own large maintenance 
and grounds crew, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Galligan. With 30 adja- 
cent acres available for expansion, 
the center may eventually build and 
operate its own greenhouses for pro- 
duction of seasonal materials, but in 
the meantime plants will be obtained 
from private nurseries and green- 
houses of the Portland area.

WHAT TYPE OF EDUCATION? 


Judging from the number of arti- 
cles and editorials that appear in 
your publication and other trade 
magazines, from comments by nurs- 
erymen and from inquiries we re- 
ceive, there is a tremendous amount 
of interest and concern about the 
training or lack of training of new 
personnel for the nursery industry. 
The A. A. N. has stepped into the 
picture with the special education 
committee. 

We have been bothered about this 
for a long time, and it is good to see 
some action finally. There is one 
thing, however, among others, that 
concerns me. It seems that most of 
the nurserymen want trained field 
hands or foremen. They say our pres- 
ent college graduates do not get 
enough practical training. They say 
we should copy the European system. 
I contend the role of the colleges 
and universities is to train managers, 
not field hands. Trade schools or on- 
the-job training will suffice for the 
latter. 

Recently I had occasion to discuss 
this matter—college training of men 
for the industry—with Prof. Hend- 
rick van de Werken, of the depart- 
ment of horticulture, University of 
Tennessee, Knoxville. What he had 
to say was interesting and I believe 
worth widespread publication. Pro- 
fessor van de Werken was educated 
in Europe under the system of train- 
ing ornamental horticulturists there 
and he is now associated with our 
system. He contends that we are not 
training field hands, and with the 
greater use of machinery here, the 
European system is out of place here. 
I believe I have interpreted him cor- 
rectly.

table powders are probably the safest 
spray material when compared to the 
emulsifiables, but the emulsifiables 
are usually the best in view of the 
fact that they give the least visible 
residue and mix the most readily. 
The main point is that they usually 
are more likely to cause injury, if 
injury is apt to occur. 

I was also quoted as saying there 
was no such thing as_ insecticide- 
resistant insects. There are numerous 
cases of actual resistance to pesti- 
cides reported, and I even use re- 
sistant strains for much of my test- 
ing of pesticides. What I meant to 
say was that many of the cases which 
I hear about and investigate are not 
actual pesticide resistance of the in- 
sect, but can be more actually attrib- 
uted to improper spray application 
(resistance to work on the part of 
somebody applying the pesticide). I 
bring this up merely to keep the rec- 
ord straight, and I do appreciate 
your fine coverage of my subject.

Christy Celebrates 
64 Years with 
C. W. Stuart Co. 


Sixty-four years ago this fall Ar- 
thur N. Christy quit his job as news- 
boy and joined the C. W. Stuart 
Nursery Co., Newark, N. Y., the first 
step in what proved to be a real suc- 
cess story. He had moved to Newark 
from Rochester at the age of 7. Dur- 
ing the next nine years, he worked at 
odd jobs, among them that of news- 
boy. C. W. Stuart, who founded the 
nursery company in 1852, was one 
of his customers. He offered the 16- 
year-old boy a job as office boy at 
$2.50 a week, when field hands and 
packers, in 1896, were receiving $1 
a day for a 12-hour day. From office 
boy Mr. Christy was promoted 
through all departments of the nurs- 
ery until he became president in 
1925, resigning in 1955 to become 
vice-chairman of the board of direc- 
tors. He still actively holds this posi- 
tion, reporting to the office daily. 

During the 30 years under his 
leadership the company grew to be- 
come one of the largest retailers of 
nursery stock in the country. A mod- 
ern home office was built. The New- 
ark packing establishment was quad- 
rupled in size and modernized, and 
new packing units were acquired at 
St. Joseph, Mo., and Columbus, 
Miss. The company’s progress he has 
summarized in three words, speciali- 
zation, mechanization and transpor- 
tation. 


Buying Plan 


Commenting on developments, Mr. 
Christy said, “Until 1925 we had 
over 1,000 acres under cultivation, 
growing a broad line of fruit trees, 
berry plants, ornamental shrubs and 
trees, roses and shade trees. We 
either had to grow more or buy more 
from growers. We have followed the 
latter course until today practically 
all our nursery materials are grown 
for us by specialists. 

“During this time we have devoted 
our energies exclusively to merchan- 
dising and distributing. The success 
of our specialization brought about 
mechanization. There was a time 
when orders were filled by runners 
taking individual name tags and lists 
of materials on an order, picking up 
items from bins and carrying the 
plants listed to a wrapper. This 
method required as much as a half 
hour to assemble a large order. 

“Now IBM machines route ship- 
ping tags by conveyor through order- 
filling bins that are grouped by fre-

quency of usage. Box selecting ma- 
chines choose the type and size box 
that accompanies the nursery stock 
along the conveyor to the wrappers. 
Hydraulic staplers rapidly seal pack- 
ages. Conveyors distribute outgoing 
shipments directly into railway ex- 
press trucks, long-distance trailers 
and the post office located in the 
packing area. 

“Refrigeration machinery was de- 
veloped to control temperature and 
humidity to within 1 degree. This 
allows us to keep about 110 boxcars 
of nursery stock immediately avail- 
able under controlled circumstances. 
Mechanization allows us to ship over 
8,000 orders of all sizes within a regu- 
lar workday from our Newark unit 
alone. 

“Many years ago, we shipped 30 
to 40 orders in a single bulk shipment 
to deliverers. These shipments went 
by freight and were often on the road 
for long periods of time. The deliv- 
erers would then assemble the parts 
of the individual orders and make 
delivery to the customers. Now plants 
can be put into the ground two to 
four days after the order has been 
assembled. This allows for handling 
a much broader selection of varieties 
and providing prime-condition nurs- 
ery stock when planting.” 

At 80 Mr. Christy continues an 
active life. He has served eight years 
as vestryman and six years as treas- 
urer at St. Mark’s Episcopal church. 
He is a charter member of the New- 
ark Elks, was founder and president 
of the Newark Automobile Club and 
has been a member of the Newark 
Masonic lodge for more than 50 
years. He served two terms as mayor 
of Newark, nine years as postmaster, 
two terms as a member of the state 
Republican committee, two terms as 
president of the chamber of com- 
merce, 14 years as a member of the 
board of visitors at the Newark State 
school, seven years as president of the 
board of visitors and president of the 
New York state board of visitors, 
four years as chairman of the New- 
ark municipal board and six years as 
president of the Newark Cemetery 
Association. Given recognition as 
Newark’s “All-American toastmas- 
ter,” he has addressed or presided at 
hundreds of gatherings at Newark 
and vicinity, among them many of 
nurserymen.

remarks to the eastern species, Tiar- 
ella cordifolia. 

In it, the foamflower of gardens 
is a plant of many uses both in the 
landscape and to grow for cutting in 
the open and under glass. As a con- 
sequence, it offers several opportu- 
nities for profit in the neighborhood 
nursery. In fact, if I were operating 
a growing operation near a good cut- 
flower market, I should explore all of 
its possibilities as a cutting item in a 
cool greenhouse in late winter and in 
frames in early spring. 

When foamflower is mentioned as 
a landscape plant, it is usually 
stressed that the plant sends up 6- 
inch or taller, usually much taller, 
stems, bearing terminal racemes of 
creamy-white flowers. That is a dis- 
tinguishing mark, of course, of the 
plant—the character which remind- 
ed Miss Jekyll “of foam tossed aside 
by a mountain torrent”—but it does 
not represent half of the plant’s value 
as a landscape ornament. Its great- 
est charm to me is found in its broad- 
ly ovate, lobed, serrate leaves, which 
are a pretty green through spring and 
early summer in most cases and then 
various shades of bronzy red when 
the cool days of autumn come on.

It is a most accommodating plant, 
adapting itself to almost any soil in 
shade or half-sun, but it grows best 
and gives best leaf coloring in a 
moist soil, rich in leaf mold in some 
shade. These preferences of the plant 
will suggest uses for Tiarella cordi- 
folia in the landscape. 


Propagating Delphinium 


When someone inquires about 
growing delphinium from cuttings, 
he usually means ordinary border 
kinds, especially named varieties, but 
a writer recently asked me how best 
to grow breaks in D. likiangense. It 
prompts me to say a few words on 
delphinium propagation in general. 

This paragraph has to do with the 
kinds generally found in hardy bor- 
ders, usually selections of what gar- 
deners call D. belladonna and D., 
bellamosum and botanists say are 
forms of D. cheilanthum, especially 
in its variety formosum. 

Cuttings of new growths may be 
taken in early spring when three or 
four inches long or from. similar 
growths which appear soon after the 
plants are cut back after the flower. 
ing period. These are inserted in a 
shaded frame, care being taken to see 
that they never suffer for moisture. 
When rooted, they may be trans- 
planted to frames of good soil, where 
they should remain until they are 
large enough to go to the field. Late 
cuttings are usually better if kept in 
frames until the following spring. 
Because cutting-grown delphiniums 
seldom make so vigorous plants as 
seedlings, the process is not to be 
recommended, except to perpetuate 
choice named kinds. 

Now for the specific question of the 
inquirer: Because D._likiangense, 
from the mountain area of Lichiang 
in western China, was not reliably 
hardy in my trials, my experience 
with it has been rather limited, being 
confined entirely to growth from 
seeds. And that, it seems to me, 
would be the preferred way to propa- 
gate the species unless one had an 
improved form to perpetuate. In that 
case, some experienced propagators 
tell me they cut up the crown, taking 
each bud with some root attached, 
preferably in spring in a cool house 
or protected frame with bottom heat 
from underground electric cable. Our

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say the flower color is purple or red; 
as available in seeds at the present, 
either as V. phoeniceum type or V. p. 
hybrids, one may expect a wide range 
of usually pleasing colors, including 
shades of pink (often a lovely salm- 
on), the darker shades of blue (vio- 
let, deep lilac and purple) and white. 
The foregoing will tell the experi- 
enced grower that here is a plant 
that can serve him and his customers 
well. 

If allowed to mature seeds, the 
plant will probably have one showy 
flowering season; if the stems are cut 
back as soon as they are through 
flowering, the plants may be induced 
to flower again and perhaps again, 
making a long season of color. Al- 
though it is almost universally rec- 
ommended that mulleins be given a 
sunny situation, it was by mere 
chance that I discovered the present 
plant not only bloomed longer, but 
that the flowers opened wider and the 
colors were more vivid in consider- 
able shade. As I remember now, it 
was the observation that the flowers 
on plants in the open showed to bet- 
ter advantage on cloudy days that 
led to the shady experiment. I believe 
the plant will be worth a trial in the 
experimental garden. 


Small Native Buttercups 


An inquiry comes from a New 
Hampshire reader on Ranunculus 
glacialis, which several retired Bos- 
ton and New York persons, newly 
moved into his locality, are urging 
him to grow for them. He further 
says that he knows nothing about the 
plant and does not have facilities for 
growing difficult plants. My advice 
to him would be to let the plant 
alone. Excepting Eretrichium nan- 
um, it is about the most perplexing 
and most frustrating thing that I 
ever seriously tried to grow. An in- 
habitant of the Arctic regions, in- 
cluding Greenland, and the high Alps 
of Europe, it is too difficult of cul- 
ture to even think of it as a nursery 
item in eastern United States, and I 
should expect our correspondent to 
encounter nothing but grief; even if 
his thumb were green enough to 
bring it to the selling stage, his cli- 
ents, unless they are far better gar- 
deners than most city folk, would 
find them utterly impossible. In fact, 
most of the Arctic and Rocky moun- 
tain species are too difficult for the 
average gardener, and none that I 
know is really easy. 

I am not sure that I should men- 
tion any of the westerners as possible 
substitutes for the one inquired 
about, because they are all uncertain. 
Of the two mentioned by Gabrielson 
in his “Western American Alpines,”

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R. occidentalis is almost as much of 
a pest as R. repens of eastern 
meadows, and his other kind, R. gla- 
berrimus, did not prosper in my 
trials, perhaps because I kept it too 
moist in its dormant period. 

If one wishes to step up a few 
notches, he might try R. adoneus, a 
mountain buttercup which may grow 
five inches tall in lowland gardens, 
and R. eschscholtzi, another moun- 
taineer of slightly taller stature, both 
with yellow buttercups of a half inch 
or more in diameter and both from 
the regions of eternal snows, the for- 
mer from Colorado and Wyoming 
and the other from Alaska to Cali- 
fornia. The only way I could grow 
them at all was to put them in wet 
moraine, in about half shade. They 
are not, according to experience 
here, plants for inexperienced gar- 
deners. 

On the other hand, I had plants 
years ago from my late friend, D. H. 
Snowberger, of Idaho, of R. suks- 
dorfi, from moist places in Idaho and 
Montana, which proved to be quite 
amiable in fairly moist soil; in fact, I 
suspect from experience here that it 
might become a nuisance if it is 
particularly well pleased, though that 
is not likely to happen in the trying 
climate of the midwest. The plant 
grew eight inches tall (twice the 
stature ascribed to it in “Hortus’’), 
producing its bright yellow, bowl- 
shaped flowers in July. It should 
make the correspondent’s friends 
happy, if they can manage a moist 
spot for it. Seeds should be fresh, 
preferably not over two weeks old; if 
older than that, most kinds, includ- 
ing the ones mentioned here, should 
be planted in an outdoor frame 
where they may remain at least two 
years if they do not germinate the 
first year. 





PACIFIC PRIDE APPLE 


Pacific Pride, a new apple variety 
said to combine the flavor of a tart 
Gravenstein with excellent keeping 
qualities, was introduced recently by 
Sherm Fox, Pacific Pride Gardens, 
Route 1, Bow, Wash. Found by Mr. 
Fox in 1955 as a mature specimen 
growing in the yard of a friend, the 
new variety is believed to be a natu- 
ral hybrid between Gravenstein and 
King. 

Mr. Fox reports that the fruit has 
been successfully kept in ordinary 
storage as late as April 15 and that 
it has superior qualities as a cooking 
apple, with a flavor somewhat tarter 
than that of Gravenstein. A_pat- 
ent is forthcoming on Pacific Pride, 
and stocks of grafted trees are being 
built up from the mother tree.

Tells Evergreen 
Rooting Test at 


Durham Meeting 
By Lawrence A. Dougherty 


The New Hampshire plant grow- 
ers’ summer meeting was held August 
20 at the University of New Hamp- 
shire, Durham. During the morning, 
talks on plant propagation were 
heard, and the afternoon was devot- 
ed to a tour of the horticultural re- 
search plots at the university's farm. 
A chicken barbecue dinner was held 
in Putman Hall at noon. 

Prof. W. W. Smith, head, horti- 
cultural department, and J. Lincoln 
Pearson were in charge of the dis- 
cussion on propagation for nursery- 
men, while Dr. Owen Rogers and 
Prof. Robert Kennedy covered prop- 
agation for florists. 

Reporting a recent project at the 
University of New Hampshire, Mr. 
Pearson stated that, when hardwood 
cuttings of taxus, Pfitzer junipers and 
Mugho pines were taken in Decem- 
ber and soaked in a solution of in- 
dolebutyric acid for 24 hours, they 
were rooted under mist in eight to 
nine weeks and were potted at three 
months. 

About 70 per cent of the Pfitzers 
and taxus rooted, compared to 50 per 
cent Mughos. This was about 20 per 
cent better and a month faster than 
rooting performance when no treat- 
ment was used. 

He gave the following directions 
for preparing the acid solutions: Dis- 
solve one sixteenth of a teaspoonful 
(.2 gram) of indolebutyric acid crys- 
tals in one teaspoonful of alcohol and 
add to one quart of water for a stock 
solution, which will keep in a dark, 
cool place for about three months. 
Add three ounces of this stock solu- 
tion to one quart of water (making 
a solution of about 50 parts per mil- 
lion) for use in soaking the cuttings 
approximately 24 hours. 

In these tests, Mr. Pearson used a 
mist system controlled by a time 
clock. The rooting medium was a 
mixture of 50 per cent peat moss and 
50 per cent sand. Dr. Smith demon- 
strated budding and grafting tech- 
niques and covered the fundamentals 
of plant propagation.

The afternoon research tour gave 
the nurserymen an opportunity to 
view many interesting projects in- 
volving breeding and selection of 
fruit and nut trees, small fruits, or- 
namentals and perennials.

the plan more useful for a family. 
Background planting, enframement 
planting and entrance planting are 
the minimum points for design, Pro- 
fessor Schatz stated. Plantings at the 
corners of a house extend the build- 
ing lines. A narrowing effect can 
be achieved by working the plantings 
toward the center. The speaker rec- 
ommended grouping of plants and 
the use of various plant textures, 
forms and colors. The axis for the 
design should extend from the paint 
from which the family generally 
views the garden, he said, and bal- 
ance, formal or informal, is essen- 
tial to a good plan. 

Willard Ballard, William Noble 
and Donald Pittman served as a 
panel, with Professor Schatz as'mod- 
erator, to discuss landscape work 
from the standpoint of bidding on it. 

Rose recommendations for Arkan- 
sas were made by Dr. H. R. Rosen, 
University of Arkansas, Fayetteville. 
Adaptation to Arkansas climatic con- 
ditions, freedom from disease and 
length of life were considered. 

Friday afternoon was open for rec- 
reational activities, and in the even- 
ing a banquet was held. 


Trade Economics 


D. E. Farris, agricultural econom- 
ics department, University of Arkan- 
sas, starting the Saturday morning 
program, accented the general feeling 
that the nursery trade is in a period 
of expansion and pointed out the 
advantages and disadvantages of the 
situation in Arkansas.

erymen lay in selling to population 
centers outside the state, in Kansas, 
Missouri, Illinois and Michigan. Fac- 
tors that favor expansion of the trade 
in the state are the low wage rate 
and land value and favorable soil and 
climate. 

The Arkansas industry faces a dis- 
advantage in the fact that most of 
its nurseries are small, while it is 
the larger units that expand faster, 
statistics show. Larger units can do 
a better job of supplying the big 
users of plants and can also gain 
from the use of laborsaving equip- 
ment and more efficient methods of 
production. 

Supporting his contention, Profes- 
sor Farris cited figures from a recent 
study of the industry in Tennessee. 
The latter state appears to have 
about three times the sales volume 
of Arkansas. Total Tennessee sales 
and affiliated business amounted to 
$6,000,000 in 1957, whereas Arkan- 
sas sales were less than $2,000,000. 
From 1949 to 1959 Arkansas sales 
increased about one fourth. Tennes- 
see acreage increased 90 per cent 
from 1952 to 1957, when the total 
acreage was 7,325. 

The Arkansas state plant board 
figures show 104 certified nurseries 
in the state, over one half of them 
being less than five acres. Only about 
a dozen nurseries are shown with 
over 20 acres of inspected stock. The 
average size of the 429 certified nurs- 
eries in Tennessee is estimated at 
17 acres. More than six acres of 
nursery stock was reported by 113 
nurseries. For firms with an in- 
vestment of more than $1,000, the 
average sales per acre was about 
$700. Out-of-state shipments from 
Tennessee go primarily to the north 
central states, chiefly Ohio. 


Cooperation for Growth 


The most rapid growth of the in- 
dustry, Professor Farris said, can be 
accomplished through the combined 
efforts of the individual firms, the 
Arkansas State Nurserymen’s Associ- 
ation and public institutions. The 
individual nurseryman may be able 
to obtaifi more capital, merge with 
another:firm or lease additional land. 
A good cost accounting system will 
help to show the best types of plants 
to produce and the best to purchase. 

Professor Farris said the associa- 
tion could be helpful in directing the 
attention of members to public in- 
stitutions which are training poten- 
tial employees. Staff needs to provide 
training for nursery management 
were cited. Promotion efforts open 
to the association were also described, 
among them being a program to co- 
operate with chambers of commerce

AMERICAN NURSERY MAN 
Landscape Group 
Airs Problem cf 
Student Training 
At Texas Meeting 
By George Fisher 


The annual meeting of ‘Texas 
Landscape Association, Inc., was 
held August 14 in the Adolphus ho- 
tel, Dallas, Tex. President Ralph 
Ellis Gunn, Houston, presided. 

The major item on the business 
agenda was the discussion of licens. 
ing or registration by state law for 
landscape architects and landscape 
contractors. It was stated by the 
group that the law, to be prepared 
and sponsored by T. L. A., is intend- 
ed to offer protection for the public 
through “raising or improving the 
standards relative to the practice of 
professional landscape architecture, 
rather than a restrictive measure in 
any sense.” 

The laws of other states now li- 
censing landscape architects and the 
proposed law for Oregon, as spon- 
sored by the Oregon Society of Land- 
scape Architects, will be further stud- 
ied. An interim committee under the 
chairmanship of Leonard M. Riggs, 
Longview, will meet in that city on 
October 1 to attempt to draw up at 
this time a rough draft of the law 
for review of legal counsel and state 
officials. The president of the South- 
west chapter of the American Society 
of Landscape Architects, Robert F. 
White, and the secretary-treasurer, 
Chester Nichols, have been invited 
to attend this conference. 


Discuss Student Training 


A discussion was also held on the 
need for on-the-job training for col- 
lege students in the landscape archi- 
tecture curriculum. It was felt by the 
group that most new graduates in the 
landscaping profession lack adequate 
practical experience in the field and 
have difficulty in making the transi- 
tion from academic to business life. 
T. L. A. members favor the idea of 
employing these students in their 
offices during the summer season. 

The group went on record as rec- 
ommending that colleges and univer- 
sities with landscape curriculums 
should include at least one summer 
season’s employment in the require- 
ments for graduation and a degree. 
Most of the members expressed a 
willingness to hire and train these 
students on a seasonal basis. 


A motion was also made to con- 
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sider active participation in the an- 
nual landscape architecture seminars 
at Texas A. and M. College and 
Texas Technological Institute. A 
committee was appointed to work 
out this program. A new member re- 
ceived into the association at this 
time was Cas J. Franklin, landscape 
architect, Van Valkenburgh & Vo- 
gel, Dallas. 

An election for vice-president was 
held to fill the unexpired term of 
George Fisher, who had _ resigned 
from the post because of a move 
from the state of Texas to Oregon 
within the year. Naude Burnett IT, 
landscape architect, Dallas, was 
elected by acclamation to fill this 
office. Secretary-treasurer of the 
group is M. E. Phillips, Jr., Dallas. 

The present directors of T. L. A. 
are R. C. Suggs, Houston; Howard 
E. Locke, New Braunfels; John C. 
Van Valkenburgh, Dallas; Theo S. 
Daniel III, Athens; Fred Teas, Hous- 
ton, and Otto E. Scherz, San Angelo. 
Naud Nurnett IT was commended by 
the group for the splendid job he did 
in presenting the session on land- 
scaping at the recent nurserymen’s 
short course at Texas A. and M.

clusters of flowers and fruits, and it 
seems to be denser than the Korean 
barberry. 

B. julianae: 6, Z 5, C. China, win- 
tergreen barberry—Evergreen, with 
a dense upright habit, this is hardier 
and, I think, a better ornamental 
than B. sargentiana. It grows vigor- 
ously and has bluish-black fruits and 
spiny leaves up to three inches long. 
It is a taller-growing shrub than 
B. chenaulti and has been widely 
used. 

B. koreana: 8, Z 5, Korea, Korean 
barberry—Another excellent decidu- 
ous substitute for the old B. vulgaris 
with arching branches. This species 
has pendulous clusters of rounded 
fruits that remain on the plant a long 
time, as well as a deep red autumn 
color. This species and B. gilgiana 
are excellent deciduous barberries, 
making it unnecessary to grow the 
commoner B. vulgaris, which is sus- 
ceptible to the black stem rust of 
wheat. 

B. linearifolia: 1%, Z 7, Chile, jas- 
per bells barberry—A low evergreen 
with three to seven orange to crimson 
flowers in a cluster. The fruit is dark 
blue to black. Recommended espe- 
cially for its low size, but only for 
growing in the warmer parts of the 
country.

This is an excellent substitute for the 
tenderer evergreen barberries in the 
north, for it has withstood tempera- 
tures as low as 20 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit, in Ohio without injury. 
Then, too, it has a well-earned repu- 
tation in the midwest for withstand- 
ing hot, dry summers better than 
any other barberry. Our plant is now 
seven feet tall and 12 feet across. 

B. replicata: 4, Z 7, S. W. China, 
curl-leaved barberry—An evergreen 
with red to purple-black fruits, leaves 
one to two inches long, borne in clus- 
ters of three to five. 

B. stenophylla: 9, Z 6, (darwini x 
empetrifolia), rosemary barberry 
Originating before 1864, this nar- 
row-leaved evergreen has many 
forms. It produces a wealth of gold- 
en-yellow flowers in the spring, each 
about one third of an inch in diame- 
ter. These are followed by black ber- 
ries. It is especially valued south of 
Washington, where it develops into a 
graceful specimen. It is often used 
in hedges in England and in the Pa- 
cific northwest. Some of the varieties 
like gracilis are actually dwarf, only 
three to four feet tall, and one named 
nana compacta is only about one foot 
tall. 

B. thunbergi: 7, Z 5, Japan, Japa- 
nese barberry—The most serviceable 
of all the barberries, an excellent 
hedge plant and specimen, even 
though it is common. Its excellent 
yellow flowers, red fruits that usually 
last through the winter and scarlet 
autumn color are all well-known as- 
sets. Not so well known, perhaps, are 
some excellent varieties: 

B. t. atropurpurea—Reddish leaves 
throughout the season. 

B. t. atropurpurea Erecta—Discov- 
ered in the summer of 1951 in a block 
of 2-year seedlings at the Marshall 
Nurseries, Arlington, Neb. It is of 
upright habit, apparently a sport of 
B. thunbergi atropurpurea 

B. t. atropurpurea Red Bird—This 
was selected as a single plant from a 
block of B. thunbergi atropurpurea 
at the Willis Nursery Co., Ottawa, 
Kan., prior to 1959. A note by the 
introducer states that it is character- 
ized by its brilliant color and dense 
habit of growth, being larger in size 
than Crimson Pygmy and _ being

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typical of the standard B. thunbergi 
atropurpurea in general habit, but 
having a much better color. 

B. ¢. Crimson Pygmy—This plant 
originated in Holland prior to 1952, 
when we first obtained a specimen 
from Wayside Gardens Co., Mentor, 
O. It is also being sold under the 
name of Little Gem, Little Beauty 
and B. thunbergi atropurpurea nana, 
as well as Crimson Pygmy, the last 
name being supposedly “agreed 
upon” by several nurserymen grow- 
ing it. However, once a plant is dis- 
tributed under one name, it is diffi- 
cult to rename it and expect every- 
one to follow suit, especially if the 
proper rules of nomenclature in nam- 
ing new cultivars have not been fol- 
lowed in the first place. In any event, 
plants 8 years old are only two feet 
high and three feet broad. The foli- 
age is red to reddish, if grown in the 
full sun. The young foliage has a 
brighter red color when it first ap- 
pears than does the mature foliage. 
This makes an excellent spot of color 
in the sunny foundation planting, or 
itcan be well used as a most colorful 
low hedge. 

B. t. erecta — Plant patent 110, 
1936; introduced by the Cole Nurs- 
ery Co., Painesville, O., and now 
commonly grown in nurseries. Our 
28-year-old plant is five feet tall and 
10 feet across, yet all the branchlets 
are definitely upright. 

B. t. Globe — This plant we re- 
ceived under the name of Berberis 
thunbergi nana from the Hill Top 
Nurseries, Casstown, O. It was pat- 
ented August 4, 1936 (189) and 
called Globe barberry and is still of- 
fered by that nursery. Our plant is 
dense and globose in habit, 27 inches 
tall and four feet in diameter. It is 
green leaved, definitely not the 
small-leaved variety, thunbergi mi- 
nor. 

B. t. minor — A truly excellent 
plant with smaller leaves, flowers and 
fruits than the species. Dense and 
rounded in habit of growth, it is in 
every way a miniature B. thunbergi 
and should be used far more. 

B. t. Thornless—Merely a novelty, 
without thorns; our specimen is four 
feet tall, six feet across and globelike 
—a fine specimen. 

B. t. variegata—Plant patent 867, 
August 30, 1949; originating before 
1947 as a chance seedling among 
20,000 plants of B. thunbergi in the 
nurseries of Alex Toth, Madison, O., 
this is unusual for its variegated 
loliage. The leaves are predominant- 
ly green, with spots, splotches or dots 
of white, light gray and_ yellow. 
Otherwise the flowers and fruits are 
similar to those of the species. 

B. verruculosa: 4, Z 5, W. China,

a chance to satisfy all the whims of 
our buyers who have to match the 
carpet or drapes or their formal eve. 
ning wear. You have no idea how 
many little swatches of material we 
find stapled to the orders. We could 
almost start making a rag rug before 
the season ends. 

Decorated Trees 

In some cases we string lights on 
the trees prior to flocking, remove 
the bulbs, stuff the sockets with tis- 
sue, then flock the trees, covering 
cord and all, making it almost im- 
possible to see the strings when the 
lights are lit on the tree. These trees 
are most often decorated with bows 
and small glass balls and necessarily 
command a good price. Many such 
trees bring as much as $55 to $65 for 
a 5-foot tree. 

As suggested here, a large share of 
our work is custom flocking, but by 
far the most is to keep up with the 
demands of our five retail outlets, 
where trees are placed on display and 
selected from the floor. 

We find that delivery is an abso- 
lute must. About 60 per cent of the 
trees are delivered. We use a canvas 
tarpaulin over one of our regular 
nursery trucks, and, needless to say, 
we must rush to get them all out. 
All the flocked trees are wrapped in 
a lightweight polyethylene wrap. 
The smaller ones are placed in 
poly bags, similar to those the dry 
cleaners use. If wrapped quite tight, 
trees are not unduly jostled in deliv- 
ery. The main thing is thorough dry- 
ing before they are wrapped.

We have marketed a packaged do- 
it-yourself kit for home decorating, 
which has gone over well even as a 
mail-order item, consisting of a few 
branches of assorted fresh greens and 
some flocked boughs and branches, 
with a small Styrofoam base for use 
in making a mantelpiece, door badge 
or centerpiece. In such a box we it- 
clude some cones, artificial holly 
berries, a bow, bells and other such 
decorative items, depending on the 
price per box. These are advertised 
in the newspaper and are shipped 
over the entire upper midwest. The 
best part is, it can be prepackaged 
and needs only a label to be ready 
for mailing.

wreaths. Many of these are later 
flocked and decorated with cones, 
berries and bows, but the majority 
of them are sold in the natural green 
and decorated in a simple manner. 
We sell literally thousands of these 
to the Cub and Boy Scout troops 
which have in recent years used them 
in a fund-raising project. We have 
never sacrificed quality on these 
items, and we do get competitive 
prices even from the scouts. They, in 
turn, use our name and reputation 
as a sales inducement when contact- 
ing the homes and price these 
wreaths the same as we do, consider- 
ably higher than the average Christ- 
mas tree lot. 

Our nursery help is utilized in 
many and varied capacities to assist 
in the floral department during this 
big Christmas rush. As many as 14 
are in the flocking department; an- 
other 10 to 12 make wreaths and 
roping, and still others make center- 
pieces and door clusters. The office 
girls are pressed into bow making, 
and the last week anyone who can 
wrap flowers or drive is used in the 
delivery department. In fact, for a 
solid month, no normal nursery job 
or big tree planting is done by nurs- 
ery personnel unless it is considered 
an emergency.

Professor Lawson did not believe 
that if the books of nurserymen 
showed an inventory, an assessor 
would necessarily apply a tax on the 
item. He thought that possibly two 
sets of books could be kept, one 
showing an inventory and the other 
not. 

The “buzz session” Tuesday after- 
noon, August 23, started out with a 
discussion of building lawns. It was 
stated that the same price cannot 
be obtained on competitive bids and 
on private work. When bids become 
too competitive, stated one nursery- 
man, he cuts down on the amount 
of lawn work he will do. He accepts 
only those jobs which pay higher 
prices. Other nurserymen stated that 
they stay out of this type of work, 
as it is too competitive. Another 
firm, when bidding on jobs which 
include lawn work, gives that part 
to a firm which specializes in that 
type of work. He obtains an esti- 
mate from that firm and adds a 
profit for himself before setting the 
bid figure.

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ation of stock when a nursery is 
condemned. A nurseryman from Illi- 
nois stated that in highway condem- 
nation 80 per cent of the wholesale 
value of the stock in the area is the 
figure set as the valuation. Another 
procedure, it was added, is to have 
three independent appraisers who 
are nurserymen set a_ valuation 
figure. 

The discussion turned to the dig- 
ging of nursery stock in the fall. It 
was pointed out that a Canadian 
nurseryman had been storing dug 
stock in a barn with no air circula- 
tion, with good success. Another 
nurseryman added that this is being 
done in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
There is a danger of a thaw in the 
winter and, if there is, the stock has 
to be watered down, and this is 
not convenient. Another nurseryman 
stated that he has seen fall digging 
done where the stock is stored out- 
doors behind a windbreak in the 
shade. The danger of storing stock 
in this manner is possible damage 
from the winter sun. Usually the 
material is put in peat or sawdust, 
and rot-proof burlap is used in ball- 
ing the stock. 

In the evening session, a discussion 
arose on leasing cars. It was pointed 
out that this might be all right if a 
nurseryman is near a city. It was 
thought that if a truck covers 18,000 
to 20,000 miles a year a nurseryman 
would save money by leasing a unit. 
Also, if one uses a truck for only 
three months a year, it should be 
leased. 

It was pointed out to the nursery- 
men that they would obtain a better 
credit rating if they discounted bills. 
A saving of 2 per cent in 10 days 
is the equivalent of 24 per cent a 
year. 

After the evening session, a group 
of the nurserymen gathered to hear 
Harold Parnham and Robert Fergu- 
son, of Robinson & Parnham, Des 
Moines, Ia., explain the inventory 
control cards which they developed 
for their nursery. 


Second Day’s Program 


Wednesday morning, August 24, 
Professor Lawson resumed the dis- 
cussion on finance by taking up the 
subject of short-term borrowing 
from banks. He said funds are avail- 
able on secured and unsecured bases. 
A banker wants to know what the 
money is needed for, even though 
the loan will be secured. 

Professor Lawson named the types 
of security that can be made availa- 
ble for borrowing: (1) Land (Pro- 
fessor Lawson did not recommen 
it, because it is expensive to draw 
up a mortgage); (2) chattels; (3)

bonds are ideal); (4) cash value of 
an insurance policy, better rates be- 
ing obtained from an insurance com- 
pany; (5) receivables (they have to 
be good ones); usually an arange- 
ment is made with the bank that 
when the receivables are collected 
the money has to be deposited in the 
bank, and the bank will insist upon 
a regular inspection of one’s books, 
and (6) field warehousing, or use of 
inventory. 

When unsecured loans are ob- 
tained, it is necessary for one to 
have profit-and-loss statements and 
balance-sheet statements for the past 
five or 10 years for bank inspection. 
Current statements are also re- 
quired. Generally, unsecured loans 
are short-term loans of from 30 to 
180 days. 

When it makes a loan, the bank 
wants to be sure the borrower is a 
good manager. This is shown by 
his ability to produce a profit in 
the past. 

In making a loan, the bank checks 


to know that a system for checking 
on new accounts is used. Also, he 
likes to know the average length of 
time accounts remain on the books. 
Professor Lawson stated that a 
credit manager who says that he has 
not had a loss in years should be fired 
as he is being too strict and is losing 
much business. A banker also wants 
to know that a system for following 
up past-due accounts is in use. 

Additional information required 
by a banker is whether a system of 
inventory control is used. If the turn- 
over of inventory has slowed during 
the past years, the fact is a warning. 

Term loans, another type of loan 
that can be obtained, are for one to 
10 years and are almost always set 
up on an installment basis. Fre- 
quently they are unsecured. Insur- 
ance companies, said Professor Law- 
son, are active with longer-term 
loans. 

Turning to a discussion of the cash 
budget, Professor Lawson said that 
this is a prediction of cash receipts 


One should have neither too much 
nor too little cash on hand. In pre- 
paring a budget, one should not go 
back to the previous year and add a 
certain percentage to each item. 

Professor Lawson stated that if a 
nurseryman gets into financial trou- 
ble he should go to his creditors im- 
mediately and explain his situation. 
The first one to go to is one’s banker. 
Bankers, he stated, are not in busi- 
ness to foreclose. If the nurseryman 
cannot make a profit on his prop- 
erty, a bank probably cannot either. 
Professor Lawson said further that 
nurserymen should not be afraid to 
borrow, but they. should not over- 
borrow. 

At the Wednesday afternoon 
“buzz session” there was further dis- 
cussion on finance. It was suggested 
that nurserymen deal with two 
banks, as a safety measure. Small 
banks are not favorable to long- 
term loans; therefore, the nursery- 
man should take his business to pro- 
gressive banks, to make the smaller 
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‘s more receptive. It is good to

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keep going up, he does not know 
whether he is operating profitably. 
He gears his personal and family 
living and spending habits to this 
climbing volume—‘‘the curse of the 
Cadillac,” as Dr. Weston calls it. 

In such an industry, the operator 
who does not truly know where he 
stands financially leaves himself vul- 
nerable not just to major downturns 
in business or strong competition, 
but also to changing patterns of 
demand. For instance, after a boom 
of home building saturates an area, 
the nurseryman’s clientele will shift 
from owners of new homes to owners 
of existing homes. This can change 
the whole pattern of demand. The 
efficient operator should know where 
his business is coming from now, 
where it will come from in the fu- 
ture and, more important, what 
business is profitable for him and 
what is not. Dr. Weston’s audience 
reflected the current mixed picture 
of business when polled as to sales 
and profits this year versus 1959. 





Recession Effects 


Favorable to the nursery industry 
is the fact that the higher income 
group does not feel a recession so 
rapidly as the lower. Nursery prod- 
ucts are somewhat luxury items and, 
in a sense, sheltered for a time from 
a downturn. On the other hand, 
once a real recession has set in, the 
apparent recovery may not be 
shared immediately by many nurs- 
erymen. That is, interest rates will 
drop during the recession and new 
housing will be stimulated. But the 
landscaping and planting will not 
come until later when the upswing 
is well under way. 

Dr. Weston stressed that general 
economic conditions definitely affect 
the individual business, regardless of 
its size, and therefore the nursery- 
man should, in his own interest, 
be aware of general economic condi- 
tions. Another reason to keep the 
profit picture under control is the 
fact that the industry is one that 
can grow rapidly early, but beyond 
a point finds it increasingly difficult 
to grow. This fact seemed to be con- 
firmed by a poll of the group. Many 
of the most successful and long-es- 
tablished nurserymen present stated 
that they were operating below the 
industry growth level. As good man- 
agers, they have been able to main- 
tain a sound, profitable footing, al- 
though their rate of growth has 
slowed. This seemingly built-in in- 
dustry condition should serve as a 
warning, or at least a point of cau- 
tion,

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industry in relation to the national 
economy as follows: 

(1) It is a growth industry. with 
an 8-10 per cent growth rate. 

(2) Its economic stability is rela- 
tively favorable. 

) As to competition, it is at the 
low end of the scale. That is, it js 
easy to enter, and the work appears 
attractive to outsiders. To main. 
tain his position against competition, 
the retailer must increase his service. 
and the wholesaler must continue 
to innovate and develop in his opera- 
tions and products. 

(4) As a final point, the nursery- 
man must be prepared for unfavor- 
able events. He is vulnerable to out- 
side competition, to slight economic 
downturns and, as he knows only 
too well, to the weather. ; 

Determining Fund Needs 

After discussing the characteristics 
of the nursery industry and the nec- 
essity of sound financial manage- 
ment, Dr. Weston discussed how to 
foresee what financing will be nec- 
essary for future growth and how 
to get the needed funds. Serving as 
a framework and guideposts were 
the discussions of Dr. Weston and 
Dr. Ben Carson, head of accounting 
department, U.C.L.A., on the mean- 
ing and uses of various important 
financial ratios. Dr. Weston pointed 
out that the volume of sales deter- 
mines what the investment will have 
to be, and that there are characteris- 
tic relationships between sales and 
asset items which enable one to pre- 
dict his financial requirements with 
a fair degree of accuracy. 

For instance, it was determined 
from the group’s comments and Dr. 
Weston’s experience that a realistic 
relationship in the nursery industry 
would be that sales should be twice 
total assets for a retail operation 
(equal for grower-wholesaler) 
Thus, for every dollar of additional 
sales anticipated, the nurseryman 
needs 50 cents in additional assets. 
This is easy in good times, but the 
retailer might be whipsawed in a 
recession. 


Effect of Credit Policy 


In part, the amount of financing 
needed will de pe ‘nd upon the credit 
policy, which, in turn, depends upon 
the nature of the individual busi 
ness. Dr. Weston, heeding the re- 
marks about increasing competition 
from supermarkets and similar chai 
operations, noted that the success 
of supermarkets stemmed from their 
effective merchandising of impulse 
items, which could be moved more 
effectively while utilizing less labor. 
He questions whether nursery items

could be similarly merchandised, be- 
cause of the knowledge and advice 
needed and/or expected. 

The business that is completely 
cash and carry will have different 
financing requirements than the firm 
which uses credit terms as a com- 
petitive sales tool. The credit col- 
lecdon situation for nursery products 
reflects certain peculiar — factors. 
These products are not like a utility; 
if a customer does not pay his elec- 
tric power bill, the lights go out. 
Furthermore, nursery purchases are 
irregular and seasonal. The retailer, 
cepending upon his credit policy, is 
likely to find himself being a banker 

the wholesaler almost always does. 

Dr. Weston pointed to a seeming 
paradox. The nursery industry is a 
growth industry, and yet, because 
of the retail nurseryman’s poor credit 
and financial history, the wholesalers 


turn to the chain stores, because 


they pay promptly. In Dr. Weston’s 
opinion, this is not to the whole- 
saler’s best interests in the long run, 
because the nurserymen have the 
technical know-how properly to sell 
their plants and advise on proper 
care so the consumer will be satisfied. 

Again, the wholesaler is not serv- 
ing his long-run interests if he sells 
to the poor credit risk nurseryman. 
By selling at a low price to a shaky 
concern, he is killing off his good 
customers, by encouraging cut-price 
competition. To distinguish between 
the customers he should be helping 
and those he should not, Dr. Weston 
suggests the wholesaler look at how 
long the man has been in business 
and his knowledge of plants and 
their use. 

Returning to the question of 
where the retailer can obtain the 
financing for a higher sales volume, 
Dr. Weston drew groans from the 


wholesalers by pointing out that 
some backing would automatically 
come from the suppliers, in the form 
of accounts payable with the 
amount being increased by postpon- 
ing payment. In actual practice, it 
is not uncommon to find this situa- 
tion carried to extremes, not by 
choice, but because the retailer can- 
not get financing elsewhere. A tip-off 
to such a situation is a_ balance 
sheet showing a high total debt in 
relation to net worth. In an eco- 
nomic sense, this nurseryman is an 
employee of the supplier, since he 
is so dependent upon him. The sup- 
plier, in turn, is not really unhappy 
with the situation, because he has an 
assured outlet where he can just 
about call the tune. 

Dr. Weston posed the question, 
“Might the wholesaler best serve his 
own long-run interests by setting up 
his own retail outlets? Similarly,

.olesale house?” Some industries 
id themselves to integrated opera- 
ns; some do not. Most independ- 
t grocery stores have allied them- 
ves with a wholesale house that 
erates on a cost-plus basis and de- 
rmines advertising and merchan- 
sing plans for items to be used by 
| its retail outlets. In the nursery 
dustry, the wholesale firm, as a 
ower, could take advantage of fi- 
ncing offered by federal agricul- 
ral agencies and thus get credit or 
,ancing for the retailer who could 
t get it by himself. Dr. Weston 
rongly urged the nurseryman to 

familiar with these government 
rencies, namely, federal intermedi- 
e credit banks, production credit 
ssociations and the farm home ad- 
inistration. They are liberal in 
anting loans and moderate in set- 
ng interest rates. 

Turning again to the retailer seek- 
¢ to finance his increased sales, the 
veaker said that in addition to 
edit from his suppliers, the nurs- 
yman might depend upon plowed- 
ack income. He should gauge his 
ving standards accordingly. He 
hould consider the possibilities of 
asing equipment, so as not to tie 
p working capital and to gain possi- 
le tax benefits. 


Borrowing 


If the nurseryman plans to bor- 
»w money in the future to finance 
xpanded operation, the time to 
stablish good credit relations is 
ight now, before the money is 
eeded. In fact, Dr. Weston advises 
orrowing small sums now, even if 
ot needed. The borrower can thus 
et an example of prompt payment. 
‘urthermore, he can_ successfully 
yargain now for easier terms. If a 
‘nder can be reminded of earlier 
erms and a good record, he will not 
e in so good a position to dictate all 
he terms. 

The financial institutions are sell- 
ng a product like any other business. 
Chus, the banker, like anyone else, 
s trying to make the best deal he 
an and protect himself as a good 
yusinessman. One can bargain with 
. banker. Therefore, one should get 
to know the bank’s loan officer well 
ind deal with the bank all the time, 
10t just when desperate. In fact, it 
s helpful to deal with several banks, 
‘ven paying off one with a loan from 
nother. This is recognized as legiti- 
mate by banks. They like to know 
that others will lend to you. 

While bankers go through a cer- 
tain ritual in performing their jobs, 
ften putting the borrower on the 
defensive, they are actually anxious

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to make loans and to hold accounts. 
Thus, counter the bankers first offer. 
There are many things to bargain 
on—terms, security, etc. 

If the loan officer says he will not 
take the proposition before the loan 
committee because they would not 
approve it, he is really saying that 
you have not sold him. If he is sold 
on the idea, he can sell anything to 
the loan committee. To improve 
your position and make it easier for 
him to be sold, you should show 
the banker why you need the money 
and how you will pay it back. The 
budget or pro-forma balance sheet is 
of great importance in this regard. 

As a final point in banking rela- 
tions, the professor and his students 
cited instances and advocated the 
benefits of giving credit to the bank- 
er for his part in one’s success. This 
is a part of his compensation—it is 
undoubtedly true—and will help in 
future financing efforts.

Interest in Plants Increases 


On the morning of September 8, 
the meeting was called to order by 
the president of the Kansas Associa. 
tion of Nurserymen, Donald Roepke. 
A welcome to Manhattan and the 
campus of Kansas State University 
was given by Dr. Glen Beck, director 
of the Kansas agricultural experi- 
ment station. Dr. Beck stated that 
all five branches of the agricultural 
experiment stations in Kansas show 
a tremendous increase in interest in 
nursery stock and landscaping. 

Also, there is a greater shift of in- 
terest in the students attending 
K. S. U. from pomology and related 
fields toward ornamental horticulture 
and landscape design. Kansas State 
University requires more land for 
additional horticultural experimen. 
tation and has asked the state legis. 
lature for an appropriation to make 
the expansion possible. Dr. William 
F. Pickett retired as the head of the 
department of horticulture July 
1960. His successor, according to Dr. 
Beck, will be announced shortly. 

“What's in the Bag” was the title 
of a clear and concise discussion on 
the fertilizer industry as it relates to 
the nursery trade, given by Dr. 
Floyd W. Smith, department of 
agronomy, K. S. U. The Kansas fer- 
tilizer industry has enjoyed tremen- 
dous expansion in the past decade or 
so, and in the year ending June 30, 
1960, produced 333,000 tons of fer- 
tilizer. 

Analysis of fertilizer was next dis- 
cussed by Dr. Smith, with the ex. 
planation that the prime constituents 
of fertilizer are the N, or nitrogen, 
factor; the P»O;, or phosphorus, fac- 
tor, and the KO, or potash, factor. 
In Kansas, the law states that the to- 
tal nitrogen conient, not the avail- 
ability of the nitrogen, be specified 
on the bag. The phosphorus factor 
refers to the percentage of available 
phosphoric anhydride, and the pot- 
ash factor refers to the water solu- 
ble potash, not necessarily the avail- 
able potash. 

Other Ingredients 

Fertilizers may include secondary 
elements such as calcium, a common 
ingredient; magnesium, which 1 
usually found in specific fertilizers. 
and sulphur, another common ingre- 
dient in most fertilizers. ‘Trace cele- 
ments, or minor elements, such as 
manganese, iron and zinc may also

be included. In Kansas soils, the lat- 
ter two are of the greatest impor- 
tance. 

The nitrogen factor in fertilizers 
may take the form of several differ- 
ent carriers. Ammonium nitrate is 
the commonest one used in Kansas 
fertilizers. From an economic stand- 
point it is among the best, since it 
carries 33Y2 per cent nitrogen. Am- 
monium sulphate combines with the 
nitrogen a high percentage of sul- 
phur, which can be beneficial to 
nursery plants. This nitrogen carrier 
makes soils more acid than any 
other. 

The urea type of carrier has the 
highest analysis (45 per cent) and 
has the advantage of being organic. 
Other carriers will produce a “salt 
effect,” burning seedling and tender 
growth, if used too heavily. In addi- 
tion, urea carriers may be used for 
foliar feeding. Calcium cyanimide 
is also a nitrogen carrier, but it has 
a tendency to sterilize the soil or de- 
foliate plants. 

The nitrogen solutions, containing 
28 to 32 per cent available nitrogen, 
are useful in making mixed fertilizers 
of the urea and other types. It is ex- 
pected that this form of fertilizer 
will have an increasing use in the 
nursery industry, especially the nitro- 
gen solution obtained by dissolving

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population of plants and will aifect 
only certain types, and the non. 
selective chemicals, which will kill 
any plant with which they come in 
contact. 

The mode of action, however, pro- 
vides a better basis for classification 
of herbicides. Under this classifica- 
tion, the oldest group of herbicides 
in common use are the soil  steri. 
lants. This group may include com- 
mon salt, sodium chlorate, boron 
compounds, benzoic acids and _ the 
trichloroacetates. Pre-emergence 
herbicides have value in nursery 
work, since they can be applied to 
the surface and are effective in con. 
trolling annual weeds, but they are 
unsatisfactory for control of peren- 
nial weeds. They include such chemi- 
cals as Simazine, Atrozine, Alanap, 
Amoben, Randox and Eptam. 


Contact Herbicides 


Contact herbicides, when applied 
to the foliage of a plant, burn into 
the plant tissues. These are especial- 
ly effective on annual weeds and in- 
clude the dinitros, Aminate and po- 
tassium cyanate. 

Newer is the translocated-hormone 
type of herbicide. These chemicals 
may be used in much smaller quan- 
tities per unit area and therefore are 
much more economical. Applied to 
the leaves, they are absorbed and 
then move through the vascular sys- 
tem of the plant. Popular in this 
class are 2,4-D, MCP, 2,4,5-T and 
dalapon. This type of spray is eas- 
ily carried by the wind or by con- 
vection currents and can do much 
damage to nearby crops unless it is 
used carefully by the individual mak- 
ing the application. 

The nursery industry may be able 
to utilize soil sterilants under lim- 
ited conditions. The pre-emergence 
chemicals have a limited use in the 
nursery, but are of some value be- 
cause of the minimum of drift. The 
translocated-hormone type can have 
disastrous results and are not recom- 
mended for use in the nursery, with 
the exception of dalapon, and even 
this should be used with great cau- 
tion. Dr. Anderson’s talk was con- 
cluded with colored slides, commen- 
tary being supplied by Bob Long, a 
Kansas State University graduate 
student now doing chemical weed 
control research at the Willis Nurs- 
ery Co.

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propagated lawn grasses began in 
other states in 1958 with a minimum 
set of standards from the interna- 
tional association. This certification 
occurred generally within the areas 
of major production of the grasses. 
Kansas is currently entering the 
field with the certification of Tif- 
green Bermuda grass and Meyer zoy- 
sla. 
The regulations applying to the 
certification of lawn grasses are that 
a foundation planting stock be used; 
that the application be filed seven to 
eight weeks prior to certification in 
order that a pre-planting inspection 
may be made, and that an inspection 
be made each year prior to digging 
and sale. 

The report of the 85th A. A. N.

Nema- 
todes, a problem considered more 
and more important by the nursery- 
man, was next discussed by Dr. Otto 
H. Elmer, department of botany and 
plant pathology, K. S. U. 


Nematode Types 


Nematodes are a type of worm 
that suck their food from host plant 
cells. The many different kinds of 
nematodes may be divided into two 
types—those that remain on the out- 
side of the cells, or the ectoparasitic 
type, and those that penetrate to the 
inside of the cells, such as the root- 
knot nematode. The ectoparasitic 
type is fairly easy to eliminate. 

With the increase of susceptible 
varieties of plant material, the nema- 
todes have come into greater impor- 
tance. It is a fact that production 
can be increased tremendously where 
nematodes are controlled. 

Actually, the nematode can move 
little on its own—rarely more than 
a foot during its entire life span. It 
can, however, be spread by cultivat- 
ing equipment, B&B and container 
plants and by turf grass sod. Nurs- 
erymen are guilty of transporting 
these pests on a grand scale. 

Prevention of nematodes is the 
best control, since they are difficult 
or impossible to control once estab- 
lished. Nematodes seem to do dam- 
age only when in large numbers, 
small concentrations being of little 
consequence. Nematodes build up in 
acertain area slowly but surely. Sus- 
ceptible varieties of plant material 
planted in the same area year after 
year increase their numbers; so good 
crop rotation effects a good control. 

Chemical control is fairly success- 
ful; however, it is impossible to 
penetrate so deep as some nematodes 
are found.

Dr. Ray A. Keen explained a new 
ethod of grafting evergreens, called 
e cutting graft. Usually, grafts are 
ade on established stock, but in 
iis method a graft is made directly 
nto a cutting, and inserted into the 
soting medium for rooting and knit- 
ng. 

Hetz and Andorra junipers have 
th proved to be good understock 
uttings for juniper varieties. The 
ot of the finished graft will not be 
» large as a regular stock graft but 
ill be sufficient. This technique of 
rafting usually requires more hu- 
iidity in a greenhouse than is main- 
iined for a normal operation. How- 
ver, less greenhouse space is_ re- 
ulred. 

Some experiments show that the 
letz juniper rootstock is invigorat- 
ng rather than dwarfing in this type 
f grafting.

PLANT PATENTS 








The following plant patents were 
issued recently, according to Rumm- 
ler and Snow, Chicago patent attor- 
neys: 


No. 1951. Miniature rose plant. To 
Ralph S. Moore, Visalia, Calif. A new 
and distinct variety of vigorous many- 
branched miniature rose plant of the 
climbing-pillar type, which freely bears 
small, semidouble flowers with golden 
stamens and variegated pink petals striped 
with white and shading to substantially 
full white at the base, the plant gener- 
ally resembling the Pink Cameo rose in 
habit of growth and blooms, but — in 
comparison — bearing flowers which are 
not so double and which are variegated 
pink instead of full pink. It is further 
characterized by blooming in loose clus- 
ters of three to five and in sprays of up 
to 20 or more buds and flowers: by initial 
blooming when very small; by growth to 
three or four feet tall at maturity, and 
by blooming almost constantly from the 
spring through the fall, with the bloom 
continuing in winter if in a greenhouse. 

No. 1952. Miniature rose plant. To 
Ralph S. Moore, Visalia, Calif. A new 
and distinct variety of dwarf, bushy, 
extremely free-flowering miniature rose 
plant having buds which resemble those 
of a hybrid tea rose, which buds — after 
the calyx breaks are an attractive soft 
butterscotch or straw-yellow color, which 
shade is carried into the newly opened 
flowers but later turns substantially full 
white. The variety generally resembles 
the Bit o’Sunshine rose in the shape of 
the bud and habit of growth of the 
plant, but — in comparison — the flow- 
ers are more double, with a substantially 
greater number of petals, and the foliage 
is a darker green color. It is further 
characterized by a plant which grows 
well in a pot or in the garden, blooms 
well indoors or outdoors, normally 
reaches a maximum height of 12 to 14 
inches at maturity and roots easily from 
softwood cuttings. 

No. 1953. Chrysanthemum plant. To 
Emil Prushek, Niles, Mich., assignor to 
R. M. Kellogg Co., Three Rivers, Mich. 
A new and distinct variety of chrysan- 
themum plant, characterized by the ox- 
blood-red color of its bloom, its smaller 
and more compact habit of growth and 
its earlier and longer blooming season. 

No. 1954. Peach tree. To Grant Mer- 
rill, Red Bluff, Calif. A new and distinct 
variety of peach tree, characterized by 
highly colored, firm, yellow-fleshed free- 
stone peaches ripening with the variety 
Rio Oso Gem (plant patent No. 84), but 
distinguished from Rio Oso Gem and be- 
ing an improvement thereon by having a 
more vigorous tree, generally less pro- 
nounced suture, fruit of a redder skin 
color and a tendency of the fruit to hold 
its firmness longer when fully colored. 

No. 1955. Peach tree. To James Robert 
Stetler, Ashfield, Pa., assignor to Edgar 
H. Kemp and Homer S. Kemp, trading 
as Bountiful Ridge Nurseries, Princess 
Anne, Md.
